President R. C. Whitley, New Bern, N. C.: 


Ladies and Gentlemen, and Brother Firemen: It now becomes 
my pleasure and privilege to call to order the Forthy-Fifth Annual 
convention of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. I 
ask you all to stand while Rev. Mr. Willis asks God’s blessing on 


our meeting. 
Reverend J. B. Willis: 


Look down upon this group of men, Our Heavenly Father, who 
guard our property, homes, our lives, our interests by night and 
day. We pray Thy rich blessings to go with this season of fellow- 
ship. Protect them, we pray, as they protect us; and may no harm 
befall them as they come and go. We ask it in Christ’s name, and 


for his sake. Amen. 


President Whitley: 


We will remain standing just a minute. I will ask the singing 
Chief, Frank Bennett of Durham—you have all heard him over the 
radio—to lead us in singing two verses of America. (Applause)

President Whitley: 


It makes me feel mighty good to look out over this body of 
men this morning. It makes me feel that we are still interested in 
the duties and objectives that we have to meet; and while we are in 
the city it seems to me as if we are going to have a wonderful time. 
Mayor Bachman will welcome us to the city. 


Mayor L. K. Bachman: 


Mr Chairman, Officers, and Fellow Firemen: It is quite a 
pleasure for us to have you with us and we thought that we would 
have an addition to our program, and we invited United States Sen- 
ator-Elect Bob Reynolds to be with us at some time during this 
Convention. He was away, and I received this message: (Reads) 

“White Sulphur Springs, W. Va. 


“Hon. L. K. Bachman, Mayor of Hamlet, N. C.: 


“Please accept my sincere apology for seeming neglect in 
failing to acknowledge receipt of your kind invitation to address 
State Firemen’s Convention convening in your city this week. 
Delay due to almost continuous absence from Asheville since July 
second. Impossible to accept account other engagements which 
will prevent my returning to North Carolina until August tenth. 
Appreciation and personal regards. 

“RoR. REYNOLDS: 

Here is another message to the President of the North Caro- 
lina State Firemen’s Association, Hamlet, N. C. (Reads) “Wish- 
ing for your Association a most successful four days Convention 
and expressing sincere regrets that I am unable to be with you 
and my friends of your splendid organization on this occasion. 

“R. R. REYNOLDS.” 

I regret that Mr. Reynolds was prevented from meeting with 

us. I know we would have been glad to have had him. 


Now I am not going to make any speech, but I am going to 
tell you gentlemen what I have to say, with a feeling that I am ~ 
more or less one of you. I am glad to say that the membership 
of this Association is a fair and fine representation of our gen- 
eral citizenship in the towns and cities throughout North Carolina. 


ie at Hamlet, we have a fire department that we are all proud 
of, 


Now the first thought that I have in connection with that is 
that the vast majority of people throughout the cities and towns 
know little of the activities of their fire departments, and how they 
protect the property of the people in the towns wherever the ser- 
vice 1s available . Now, I will say this, that until something hap- 
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pens that you need your fire department, send in your call, that 
the people give very little thought to the enormous amount of mon- 
ey invested in property, and how quick it can be destroyed by fire. 
Whenever the alarm goes in, you can’t get there quick enough. Un- 
til something happens the people just stand by and think this is 
just another governmental function. But I don’t know of any other 
function in connection with our government that protects the prop- 
erty investments of our people, our citizens in North Carolina, that 
means any more to them than the fire department. I don’t know 
how to place the value on the amount saved by the organization of 
the various fire departments in the cities and towns. 


Now the first thing we thought about was the saving of prop- 
erty when the fire alarm goes in, and we give little thought to any- 
thing else. This applies to every other city and town in North Car- 
olina, as well as Hamlet. Whenever a fire alarm goes in you don’t 
know whether your life is at stake or not. The fire truck goes out, 
it has the right of way, gets there quicker, and all rejoice at the 
success of the boys who conquer the fire, and aside from that we 
have saved some unknown life probably or probably it might be 
a false alarm. We don’t know, but they get there, and save the 
property and lives there, risking their own lives in trying to func- 
tion to the best of their ability. 


The entire citizenship of our State appreciates the service the 
fire department renders in every city and town everywhere. Now 
from the standpoint of saving life and property it means quite a bit. 
It reverts back to the saving of property, and that reverts back to 
the property owners who carry insurance, and they probably don’t 
give the fire department any thought when they are considering 
this in dollars and cents, that is of so much value, especially in this 
time of depression. They can’t tell how much is saved the taxpay- 
ers by the various fire departments. The money invested in appa- 
ratus, fire trucks, hose and what it costs to maintain these depart- 
ments is repaid many times over. They go along thirty days and 
don’t have a call, and think everything is going nicely, that we don’t 
need a fire department, and the next thing is an alarm of a serious 
nature, so much so that that one call justifies the expense, and a 
great saving to the taxpayers is effected in insurance premiums. 
On the other hand in comparison to the amount of service and ef- 
ficiency, what they mean to the various taxpayers and property 
owners in the various cities and towns, it means less cost per capita 
for maintaining the fire department equipment than for any other 
function, and greater benefit is derived to the taxpayers than any- 
thing else the money goes for. 

I will say that Hamlet is just a sandhill town, friends, and we 


feel like talking to you just the same as we would to any member 
of our fire department. It is an organization that we always like 


CO 
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our boys to associate with and go and benefit by, and we hope ev- 
erybody in every move they make at this Convention that they will 
learn something that they can take back and tell the boys who 
couldn’t be here, and add to the efficiency of the fire departments of 
every city and town in North Carolina. We always learn something 
at meetings of this kind, exchanging ideas, finding out what the 
other fellow is doing. You may learn something that you didn’t 
know before, that will add to the efficiency of your department, 
probably save some man’s life, some fireman’s life where he has 
risked it. We learn through exchange of ideas with the represen- 
tatives of the various other fire departments, something that would 
be worthwhile in saving the life of one of your fellow members, or 
from serious injury, that would justify the entire expense of the 
trip. 

I appreciate this splendid attendance, and I am glad that I am 
privileged to say a word to such a splendid representation of our 
citizenship. Hamlet is open to the citizens of North Carolina, es- 
pecially to the members of the fire association of any town. I don’t 
know of any town anywhere that would be more pleased to have 
you with them than we are to have you with us. We hope your stay 
in Hamlet will be pleasant, and if you don’t have a good time it is 
your own fault. I will say this to the people here, and our visitors 
and our guests, that you are permitted to do the things in Hamlet 
that you are permitted to do at home. I hope each and every one 
of you that attend this convention will benefit by attending, and 
when you do have to go back, I hope you will go with a desire to 
meet with us again. Hamlet extends to you a welcome, and we ap- 
preciate your meeting with us. We hope to see you all enjoy your- 
selves and if there is anything that we can do to add to the pleasure 
of your stay, please call on us, on any citizen in Hamlet. They will 
be glad to cooperate to make your stay here pleasant and comfort- 
able. (Audience rises and applauds). 


President Whitley: 


Mr. Mayor, I assure you that we appreciate your kind remarks, 
and I know:that we will enjoy ourselves to the fullest extent. We 


will now have an address of welcome on behalf of the Fire Depart- 
ment. 


Chief McConnell: 


Mr. Chairman, and fellow Firemen: I want to say on behalf of 
the Hamlet Fire Department that we are delighted to have you 
here, and that does not express our feeling. We feel highly honored 
to have this representation with us this morning, from the various 


oe departments of the cities and towns of the State of North Caro- 
ina. 


After the Mayor has extended to you the welcome that he has, 
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and told you that the best we have is yours, it kind of strikes me 
that there is not much for me to say. It reminds me of the young 
man who was spending the night in a Christian home where they 
repeated a verse of the Bible before they served meals. He was at 
a loss to know what to say. He couldn’t recall a verse, and when 
it came on down to him, he finally thought of “Jesus wept,” and the 
one next to him said, “He sure did.” (Laughter) The Mayor has 
told you what a cordial welcome we extend to you, and we of the 
Fire Department have got to say, “We sure are.” 


Years ago Jimmie McNeill wrote the Fire Department to enter 
the races in Fayetteville, and we undertook it, we got our team to- 
gether and went down. We ran in the races, we were delighted to 
do that—we needed some money. Fayetteville beat us out all right, 
but he told us we got the money, that Fayetteville didn’t hold any 
prize. So we got the money. Later on we went to Gastonia—your 
Secretary has kept this quiet all the years. They were a husky 
bunch of boys, they ran the reel races. We had them all lined up, 
Mr. Miller was away back down the track signalling them to get 
ready and he signalled them when to start. When I was ready for 
them, he signalled back through the line, and then stopped in dis- 
gust, he said “Oh, Hell”. Anyway we took a new start then ran on 
down about three minutes, a couple of dozen of them ran a hundred 


yards. 


Gentlemen, we are delighted to have you here, and we want to 
serve you the very best we can. If there is any service that the 
Hamlet Fire Department can render you, or any service that the 
citizenship of Hamlet can render you, we stand ready, and they are 
cooperating with us to the last ditch. We are more than pleased 
to have you here and if we fall down on the job and you decide we 
don’t do what we should, we just ask you to pass it up as the par- 
son did in performing the marriage service. He got mixed up. He 
went on, and after a while he faltered, and said, “Father, forgive 
them for they know not what they do.” (Applause and laughter.) 


President Whitley: 


Chief McCollum, I want to assure you that we appreciate your 
remarks, and I know we will enjoy ourselves. Mr. Nash LeGrand 
will extend a welcome to us from the American Legion. (Applause) 


Mr. Nash LeGrand: 


Ladies and Gentlemen of the North Carolina Firemen’s Con- 
vention: I have the privilege of joining in a word of welcome to you 
to our midst in behalf of our American Legion and Auxiliary, and

it is indeed a pleasure. 08: 
of your cities in our conventions held in your cities, and we hope 


you will thoroughly enjoy yourselves as much here. 
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It is indeed a pleasure to have you with us, this splendid organi- 
zation. We appreciate very keenly the splendid and outstanding, 
unselfish service which you stand ready, able and willing at all 
times to perform, and which you do so efficiently perform. The 
Mayor and the Fire Chief have already extended a welcome to you 
to the resources and facilities which we have for entertainment and 
enjoyment. I want to say that these are at your command and dis- 
posal in the fullest and broadest extent. We are glad you are here, 
and we hope you will make liberal use of these resources and facil- 
ities that we do have. It is a pleasure to have you here, we hope 
you will enjoy yourselves, and we are glad that you came. When 
you have to leave us we hope you carry with you a desire to return 
to see us again. (Applause) 


President Whitley: 


We will have the response to the address of welcome by a man 
whom you all know, a member of the Executive Committee, Mr. 
John L. Miller. 


Secretary Miller: 


Mr. President, Mr. Mayor, Chief McCollum, and Mr. LeGrand, 
Ladies and Gentlemen of the Convention: It is a very great pleas- 
ure for me to have the honor of expressing our appreciation and . 
thanks to you, Mr. Mayor, and through you to the citizens of Ham- 
let, the hub of the sandhill section, for your kind words of welcome 
and appreciation so cordially spoken, in this our Forty-fifth Annual 
Convention and Tournament. We are indeed fortunate and happy 
that we have been permitted to come to your community at this 
time and for this purpose. Hamlet and its citizens are not strang- 
ers to many of us, being situated in one of the most progressive 
communities found in our great State, located upon a trunk line, 
or lines, of railroads, and upon one of the great thoroughfares from 
beyond the mountains and the seacoast. Its citizens, Mr. Mayor, 
are of such descendants which compel them to be leaders in what- 
ever vocations they have chosen to follow; leaders in church, lead- 
ers in state, leaders in morality, and leaders in every good work 


which is calculated to push farther to the forefront North Carolina, 
the greatest State in the Union. 


The North Carolina State Firemen’s Association is doing more, 
in my humble opinion, to maintain protection and preserve life and 
property and every other business interest in the State than any 
other organization of which I have knowledge. (Prolonged ap- 
plause.) And property interests throughout the State are depend- 
ing to a very large extent upon the services of these men for its ex- 
istence. Within the corporate limits of the towns and cities of 
North Carolina probably seventy per cent of life and property is 
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located, and this percentage looks and depends for its existence 
upon these men here assembled. In the limits of these towns and 
cities you have located public buildings such as city halis, court 
houses, churches, public school buildings, and beautiful homes; ex- 
pensive and commodious showrooms where merchandise of every 
description is displayed, which are so necessary for the people’s 
comfort and their sustenance. In these limits you have located 
many of the great manufacturing industries which give employment 
to many people who might otherwise be idle and discontented. All 
of these interests are subject every minute of the day and night to 
that dreadful enemy of man, fire. Fire destroys life, property, prog- 
ress and prosperity. Fire, when started, will advance in many cases 
so rapidly that a conflagration may develop that may destroy in a 
short while the savings of a lifetime and a whole community if it 
be not stopped. With more than three million lives and many mil- 
lions of dollars invested in property in this State, who are they, Mr. 
Mayor, upon whose strong shoulders rests the responsibility of cop- 
ing with the situation as it arises from time to time, day and night 
throughout this our beloved land? With pride I declare to you that 
these men whom you and the citizens of Hamlet are entertaining 
and honoring this week are the men who stand as guardians over 
the wellbeing of every man, woman and helpless child in this com- 
monwealth. These men, members of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, more than 3600, with their intelligence, their 
moral courage, their physical strength and their noble manhood 
answer these calls every minute of the three hundred and sixty- 
five days in each and every year. These men, unmindful of their 
happiness, of themselves and their loved ones, risk their lives and 
limbs in many cases without reward or the hope of reward, for the 
citizens of this State, and the wellbeing of North Carolina. 


Mr. Mayor, there comes to my mind very vividly, those com- 
rades of ours who have paid the supreme sacrifice upon the altar of 
their country and I refer to these men as examples, of that heroism 
and patriotism being demonstrated by their sacrifice, men like you 
and I, in line of duty, have fallen in this service which they have 
rendered so generously. No man can give to his community more 
than to surrender his life for his fellow man. Today the firemen 
and the citizens of North Carolina should be more alert to the pres- 
ent conditions, if it be possible. The present unsettled conditions 
not only in North Carolina but in the entire world, where labor un- 
rest and the great uncertainty of the future are motives for the 
weakening of our citizens. Many men are facing great financial 
loss for which they are not prepared. This is but another cause 
which is being felt in the destruction of much property throughout 
our State. This is, therefore, a moment when all forces should be 
gathered together to save our citizens and our property. It is our 


o 
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duty to awaken the public now as never before that this leakage 
may be stopped, more than seventy-five per cent of which is due to 
carelessness and incendiarism. 


Mr. Mayor, in these few words I have attempted to portray and 
to show the needs of a well balanced, loyal and effective organiza- 
tion in all towns and cities in our State, known as the fire depart- 
ments. These should be made up from the young manhood of each 
community and should be sustained through and by the governing 
bodies of municipalities, from taxes levied and collected. These or- 
ganizations of which I speak are absolutely essential to the welfare 
of any community. They should not be required to continue in 
this work of love without the consideration of the towns and cities 
in which they spend much time and labor. These men and the ser- 
vices they are rendering are appreciated by the rank and file of all 
North Carolina and as far back as 1891 there was placed upon the 
statute books of this State by the General Assembly an act entitled 
the “Firemen’s Relief Fund” which directed that a certain sum of 
money be set aside each year by the State for the purpose of aid- 
ing any fireman and his dependent ones from accident, sickness, or 
because of a life sacrificed. This appropriation continues to this 
date and in 1907 when this fund was depleted and again rose the 
cries of distress from these men, again the General Assembly pro- 
vided a fund which is supplemental to the act of 1891. By the gen- 
erosity of North Carolina these guardians of life and property have 
been protected in the following language by their representatives 
in the General Assembly: 


First, to safeguard any fireman in active service from financial 
loss occasioned by sickness, contracted or injuries received while in 
the performance of their duties as a fireman. 


Second, to provide a reasonable support for those actually de- 
pendent upon the services of any fireman who may lose his life in 
the fire service of his town, city or State, either by accident, or 


from disease contracted, or injuries received by reason of such ser- 
vice. 


Third, to safeguard any fireman who has served honorably for 
a period of five years in the service of a city or town from becom- 
ne an inmate of an almshouse or actually dependent upon char- 
ity. 

By the generosity of these acts, today as never before it has 
been made possible to relieve much dire want and distress to those 
dependents of those men who have answered the last roll call. This 
then, Mr. Mayor, is of mutual concern between the governing bod- 
ies of all municipalities and the men who render the fire service in 
their respective communities. One thing in common between these 
two bodies is that the responsibility is lifted from the shoulders of 
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the mayors and boards of aldermen in the cities and towns in car- 
ing for the injured firemen, a responsibility of no little consequence. 
This burden the cities and towns are relieved of. 


Then finally, having stated that which I believe to be facts, I 
come to the conclusions that in many communities these men are 
amply provided for and appreciated, but in too many communities 
their services are not appreciated and do not receive that support 
that they are entitled to and I fear there are here in this body of 
men now those who have provided their own funds to attend this 
Convention, after having served their communities well for the last 
year, in many cases without reward. They should not be permitted 
to take their own funds from their pockets for this purpose, but the 
same, in justice to them, should be provided from the funds of the 
city or town from whence they come. They are here because duty 
calls; they are here because they are anxious to better prepare 
themselves for their labor. They are here because they desire to 
better protect life and property in their communities. Their ex- 
penses, in our mind, should be borne to this Convention by those, 
the recipients of their labor. And may the time soon come when 
not a single fireman in North Carolina shail dig deep down in his 
personal funds for this purpose. 


Permit me again, Mr. Mayor, to express to you our sincere 
thanks for your kind words of welcome. (Applause) 


President Whitley: 


Our old friend and comrade has just whispered to me that he 
has something in store for us. He wouldn’t tell me what it was, so 
I am going to let him tell you. (Applause) 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 


Thursday morning when I awoke as I usually do in the morn- 
ing, the telephone was ringing in three directions. I had a call in 
to Concord, one to New Bern, and one to Hamlet. While talking to 
John Miller I found that he was very much perturbed, he had heard 
from Bob Whitley, and Bob Whitley was perturbed, as he had 
heard from Hamlet. It seemed that it was very doubtful as to 
whether they could get Bob Reynolds down here this morning. 
They didn’t think Bob was going to be here. I told them not to 
weep any briny tears, fear not dear children, everything was going 
to be all right in Hamlet on Tuesday morning, that in case Bob 
didn’t come, I would have somebody take his place. They said, 
“All right son, go to it.” After that I went to the State Treasurer’s 
office to see the newly made treasurer, the treasurer of he Fire- 
man’s Relief Fund, a Raleigh fireman at heart. The Treasurer of 
the State is deeply interested in the welfare of the firemen. He 
promised that he would be here this morning, and bring another 
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gentleman with him. Yesterday some things broke loose in Ral- 
eigh, and fixed it so John couldn’t get here. He sent a telegram 
this morning and expressed deep regret. (Reads) 


“Sherwood Brockwell:” 
“Firemen’s Convention, Hamlet 


“Regret very much on account of pressing state business I 
shall be unable to attend the Firemen’s Convention. Please ex- 
press to the officers and members of the Association my congrat- 
ulations upon the splendid work they have performed during the 
year. I feel especially honored that I should be associated with an 
Association that has such a fund as the Firemen’s Relief Fund 
which is created for a most sacred trust, the work of Mr. Miller in 
protecting this sacred Fund should be highly commended. 


“JOHN P. STEADMAN, Treasurer.” 


John means every word of that. I am with him on that last 
paragraph. 


After that I got in touch with Bob’s business manager and 
he informed me that it would be impossible for Bob to be here, and 
he asked me to make Bob’s speech. So I will give you Bob’s speech 
made between the fourth of June and the date of the second pri- 
mary in July. 


“I thought I wasn’t going to be able to get here boys, (rushes 
back and forth across the stage) I was over in Raleigh yesterday 
and Charlotte last night. It looked like everybody turned out, and 
they said they were going to vote for me. I like to have run out of 
gas, but I got some gas, and here I am boys! I am glad to be with 
you. Applause) 


“This is the best campaign in the State, They say I am for 
whiskey, and that I want to bring liquor back. How in the Hell am 


I going to bring something back that has never left us. (Ap- 
plause). : 


“Another thing, they say I am for whiskey, but I am not for 
whiskey. I don’t want the return of the bar rooms, but when I get 
to be Senator, I will oppose any condition that puts eighteen year 
old white boys and girls in jail for making and selling something 
that the best people in North Carolina buy from them! (Applause) 


“Well, boys, I carried Cam Morrison’s home county of Mecklen- 
burg; Union County where he was born; Wake County where he 


served as Governor of the State, and Durham County where he 
married his wife.” (Prolonged applause). 


eee have all heard John Steadman’s telegram and Bob Rey- 
nolds’ speech. Next I want to say that it is a very happy duty that 
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I am going to perform here. Apropos to that I will tell you of two 
English soldiers down in the front line trenches for four years, shot 
and shell all around them. They got a furlough and ran up to Lon- 
don. While they were there, some Hussars came drilling by, the 
band playing, “It’s a Long Way to Tipperary.” One of the men 
said, “Come here, by God, there are some soldiers.” The man I am 
going to present to you next is in every sense of the word a sol- 
dier. 


I heard one of the finest addresses I have ever heard at a Fire- 
man’s Memorial Address. The preacher was a soldier, and he told 
about the boys going in the front line trenches. There was a 
preacher, a thief and a saloon keeper in the same company, each 
knowing the other’s vocation. They went over the top together. 
They faced death together, and they came out of there still know- 
ing one another, and a feeling for each other because they had 
faced a danger together. The man I am going to introduce to you 
is a soldier in every sense of the word. He appreciates a fireman, 
as I have told you before. And as I told you when you really al- 
lowed me to enjoy one of the happiest moments of my life, one 
line I used was, “That every friend I had on earth was in one way 
or another connected with the fire service,” and at this time I am 
happy to present to a set of men and women, a man who is looked 
on, as most of you know, as a friend of the firemen in North Caro- 
lina, and he is well qualified and worthy of the splendid cooperation 
and support that you have given him and the deeds that he has done 
in behalf of the firemen of North Carolina. 


There is one thing that I want to say to you. Don’t argue with 
him. He got in an argument with one of those big shells in the 
front line trenches, and he won the argument. I am happy to pre- 
sent my friend and boss, Dan Boney. (Applause) 


Mr. Dan Boney: 


Mr. President, and Members of the North Carolina Firemen’s 
Association: I had hoped to be able to give you some data here this 
morning to indicate to you what you men through your organiza- 
tion which you represent have accomplished, which has a state-wide 
effect. Owing to a very severe sore throat and hoarseness I am 
afraid you will have to excuse me from that. 


With just a word I will sum up some of the things that have 
been done. In the past three years this depression, naturally, has 
caused our fire losses to go up, due somewhat to incendiarism and 
other contributing causes. However, I am happy to say that in 
North Carolina—while our losses have increased, they have not 
been as greatly increased as most other States. As a result of that 
we have had no need for, nor have we had any increase in our fire 
insurance rates in this State on protected property. The only in- 
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crease that we have had has been on non-protected property. That 
alone indicates what you gentlemen have accomplished. 

I am sorry that I can’t give you more data. My voice does not 
permit. (Applause) 


President Whitley: 


Gentlemen, you have heard Bob. Reynolds’ speech given by 
our comrade and comedian, Sherwood Brockwell. You have heard 
our friend and brother, Dan Boney. I want to assure you that in 
my association with Mr. Boney, he is for the firemen, once, last and 
for always. He is always looking toward your protection and he 
is hoping to do more for you at all times. We are glad to have 
Mr. Boney here with us this morning, and we are sorry that he has 
throat trouble and can’t talk to us. We like to hear Dan talk, and 
to be with him. 


Mr. Miller, do you know of anything else at this time? I am 
going to appoint the following committees, and I wish you would 
report to Mr. Miller immediately on adjournment. The Auditing 
Committee is the most important one at this time.

Mr. Hobson, Winston-Salem: 


Mr. President, I know it has always been the custom to give 
them more time, but I am in favor of dispensing with this final roll 
call unless they have a very lawful excuse. It takes time. The 
people know they have got to register and if they are not here they 
can’t participate in this fund. It is all well and good to extend that. 
I hope I am not taking in too much territory, but I think it ought 
to be done by the rules as I understand them. 


President Whitley: 
We have this roll call for a period set by the Convention. I 


notice that there are some men in the back that have just come in. 
I can’t do anything with it unless you put it before the house. 


Secretary Miller:

With the exception of Goldsboro and 
Shelby, the only towns failing to answer were the very small ones 
that have from time to time found it rather difficult to have suf- 
ficient population, equipment, etc., to be bona fide members of the 
Association. The bigger boys always look after the littles ones in 
the North Carolina Firemen’s Association. And one thing that 
helped to make this Association long ago, was to learn that to err 
is human, and to forgive is divine. Practically every city and town 
in the State of North Carolina has answered this roll call promptly. 
I would like to amend Mr. Kesler’s motion. These little fellows 
have never been in a town this large before, and it takes time to 
look over all these three-story buildings. They have got them kind 
of loco. We must not lose sight of the fact that the object of the 
ruling by this Association is that the delegates duly appointed and 
sent here participate in the deliberations of this Association in or- 
der to improve the firemanship. We must forgive the little fellows 
and have them here tomorrow morning to hear at least a part of 
the discussion of this Association. Two of the largest towns, Shel- 
by and Goldsboro, are not here. Where is Shelby? (Voice: On the 
street.) I do know what is the matter with the Goldsboro boys. 
Goldsbore is one of the hottest places on earth and the delegates 
are sitting by a crosstie fire, waiting for their overcoats to come, 
so they can get up here to the meeting.

President’s Report 


TO THE OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF THE NORTH CARO- 
LINA STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION: 


Gentlemen: It is unnecessary for me to go into the conditions 
existing as you know them as well as I. However, we have grown 
financially, but not from a membership standpoint. There are many 
towns that should become members, but are unable to raise the 
initiation fee. 


Our association is composed of 153 cities and towns; 153 Chiefs 
129 Assistant Chiefs, 8 Superintendents of Water Works, 9 
Superintendents of Fire Alarms, 4 Building Inspectors, 3 Electrical 
Inspectors , 1 Fire Marshall, making a total membership of 3,657. 
There are 5 towns that have not paid their per capita tax at this 
time. We have tried to secure 100% for the year 1932, and we 
hope to get them before it is too late for the relief money. 


Your Executive Committee has met 3 times, twice in Raleigh 
and once in Asheville, for the purpose of investing Funds, and to 
confer with the officials of Hamlet, as to a meeting place, and to 
attend the Fire College and Drill School. The Fire College and 
Drill School made a wonderful showing this year. However we 
did not have as many present as in Durham, but I think conditions 
were responsible. There were 146 officers and men, representing 
45 cities and towns, with 2 men from the Anderson, S. C., Fire De- 
partment, making a total of 148. This does not include the Ashe- 
ville Department and as the Fourth Annual meeting was a com- 
plete success, I would recommend the continuance of this as the 
cost was only $314.17, which is small in consideration of the good 
it does. I will ask Mr. Brockwell to give detailed report later. 


The Insurance Department of the State Association have at 
this time 1600 members with a total of 12 deaths during the year 
and only 10 assessments were called from the membership. I would 
ask you to compare this with other insurance rates and you will 
See that ours are as cheap as any doing business in North Carolina. 


I would like to call your attention to the financial condition 
of our organization for the past two years. The report of 1930 
showed a balance of $55,211.94. The 1931 report showed $61,689.29, 
ora net gain of $6,477.32. Our 1932 report shows $69,802.97, and a 
net gain of $8,113.70. Gentlemen, you can see that your officers 
especially the Secretary and Treasurer, are continually on the job, 
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guarding the business end of the organization. I would like to 
recommend the continuance of the full time Secretary. 

I am indeed proud to be your President, especially for the past 
two years, as I know of no organization, outside of ours, that is 
holding its own. But we have grown steadily as you will notice 
from the several reports. 

In conclusion I will say it has been a genuine pleasure to serve 
you as President. I truly hope for the best in the coming years.

I would like to spend five minutes getting a record that we 
can rely on. I want the names of the secretary of each depart- 
ment if we have not got it on this record correctly.

I want to say that in my report I mentioned that we lacked 
$72.30 equalling the amount collected last year. The depression 
hit us all, and we attribute that to the fact that we have had hard 
times in some departments. Their membership has been cut, and 
for other causes, we lacked $72.30 collecting as much this year as 
we did last. 


In the insurance feature, Mr. Boney remits to the departments, 
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the amount of money collected each year from the Relief Fund, and 
this lacked $313.00 being as much as last year. You will see that 
the times in which we are passing through people are not carrying 
as much insurance, or else values have been reduced. 


Let me call to your attention that this per capita tax is due 
each and every year on or before January first. In sending out my 
letters this year, a month ago some of them had not paid their per 
capita tax. Please get it in. You would be surprised at the amount 
of money I got in response to these letters. Some of the boys had 
sent it in last December and January, and I had to send that back.

President Whitley: 


We will now have the report of the Statistician. 

Statistician Harris, Rocky Mount: 

Mr. President, Members of the North Carolina Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In bringing to you the statistics for the year 1931, I am really 
happy to stand here and render an accounting of your efforts for 
the year, and to tell you that they have resulted in success. You 
have rendered to the citizenship of this State a great service and 
you, as a corporation, and I really class you as one of the great 
corporations of the State, engaged in a business of conserving the 
economic resources of the State, are entitled to know that your ef- 
forts have resulted in a great profit to the citizens of the State. 
You are to be congratulated, for only three times before in the last 
‘ten years have your efforts resulted in reducing the fire losses to a 
figure smaller than that of 1931. 


This is something to be proud of, for I venture to say that 
never before in the history of our State have we had more property 
to protect with a greater moral hazard; and yet we have made 
progress, and we can point with pride to the success that we have 
atained, because your corporation shows a profit for the year of 
1931. Not only have we made progress in the saving of dollars and 
cents, but today it is my opinion that, through the efforts of your 
Fire College and Drill School, we present to the towns and cities of 
this State a large number of the best drilled and well organized 
volunteer fire departments of any state in the Union, and I back 
this statement up with the following statistics: 


In the United States, our fire loss for 1981 was $451,717,026.00 as 
compared with $463,612,762.00, or a reduction of $11,895,736.00 for 
the year 1931. This gives each of the forty-eight states of the 
Union an average reduction of $427,827.00 over the previous year. 
In North Carolina, our fire loss for 1931 was $5,525,437.00 as com- 
pared with $6,308,552.00 for 1930, or a reduction of $738,115.00 for 
1931 over the previous year. Bear in mind that the average reduc- 
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tion of the fire loss per state was $247,827.00 as compared to the 
reduction in North Carolina of $738,115.00. This is more than 
three times the average reduction of the other states, and I say 
this is not merely a “happen-so.” This was brought about by our 
rigid building law, the splendid cooperation given our Fire Preven- 
tion Week, the wonderful work done by the able faculties of the 
Fire Colleges and Drill Schools, and the unanimous effort on the 
part of all who attend these schools to master, take back and in- 
still in the minds of the boys at home, the principles of scientific 
fire fighting as taught by these schools, and I again congratulate 
you on the splendid showing you have made. 


Now, let me give you other statistics that will prove that we 
are progressing. In 1931 we had 2,585 fires, as compared with 
2,822 in 1930, or a reduction of 237 fires. During the last ten years, 
our aggregate loss was $56,671,393.00 which gives us an average 
loss of $5,667,139.00 per annum. Our per capita loss in 1922 was 
$3.21, but through your efforts this has been reduced in 1931 to 
$1.77, a per capita reduction of $1.44 during the last ten years. As 
stated above, our per capita loss for the year is $1.77, whereas the 
per capita loss for the United States is $3.67 for 1931, and we stand 
high on the ladder as compared with the other states of the Union. 


In my report of 1930, I called your attention to the fact that 
the greater part of the fire losses occurred in the rural isolations 
and small towns, where the fire fighting equipment was not suf- 
ficient, but not so in 1931. In the twelve largest cities in our State, 
we suffered nearly one-half of the total loss of ,$2,139,641.00 com- 
pared to $1,542,304.00 in the smaller cities in 1930, or an increase 
of $597,337.00. This is unusual, for in the past these cities have en- 
joyed a rather low loss as compared to the ratio of the value of the 
property they have to protect. 


This year, Asheville enjoyed the distinction of having the low- 
est per capita loss in the State of sixty-four cents, with Salisbury 
second, $1.39, and Greensboro third, with $1.69. Winston-Salem 
stands at the bottom, with a per capita loss of $13.36. 


In conclusion, let me say that for the past five years in my re- 
port I have called your attention to two great preventives against 
fire—Fire Prevention and Fire Preparedness. These go hand in 
hand and we should give more attention to Fire Prevention week, 
call upon our churches, civie organizations and Boy Scouts to aid 
us in this inspection and cleanup week, thereby eliminating in a 
large way the possibility of fire—Fire Preparedness, by seeing that 
our cities send some members of their Department to the Fire Col- 
lege and Drill School, thereby giving us more trained men to man 
our equipment; that our departments are better equipped and stand- 
ardized, and see that we do not lower the standard of our building 
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code nor the kind of buildings being constructed, but rather seek 
a more general use of non-burning structural materials, thereby 
giving us a fair chance to cope with this great demon fire, the 
greatest menace to the natural economic resources of our State.

President Whitley: 


What is your pleasure as to this report? 
_. . It was moved, seconded, and duly carried that the re- 
port be received, and spread upon the minutes... 


President Whitley: 


At this time I would like to ask four men to come up and vol- 
unteer to distribute these books of proceedings. I am sorry that we 
do not have enough to give you all a copy. 


Mr. A. B. Horney, High Point: 


Mr. President, there is one report that has not been called for, 
and that is the report of the Conductor of our Fire College at Ashe- 
ville this last year. 


President Whitley: 


We will be glad to have that now. Boys, wait a while to dis- 
tribute the minutes. 
We will have the report of the Fire College at this time. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen—Sister, get what I say. . 
Before going into this report there are several things I want to say. 
I notice that following several of the reports quite a number of 
you went out. I think all should have stayed in here and listened 
to these financial statements, to find out what your great Associa- 
tion is doing. But in case any of you have to go before I finish my 
report, go right ahead. I want to impress on you one thing. It is 
the duty of every man worthy of the name of fireman to be at the 
Memorial Service tomorrow morning. And I sincerely trust that 
no man that wears the badge of a fireman does not think within 
his heart and within his soul of his departed brothers enough to be 
present at the Presbyterian Church tomorrow morning and lend 


his presence to the memory of these men who have paid the final 
tribute, and now, let’s go there. 


Sometime during the day tomorrow, I want to say something 
to you firemen of North Carolina. Not for my benefit—it may be 
very detrimental to me, but it is something that I want you firemen 
to know and take back home with you, the real facts. I think it is 
important to every fire department in the State of North Carolina, 
and I sincerely hope that many of you will be here at our business 
session tomorrow in order that I may give you some facts that I 
sincerely believe will be of great value to you. 

Now, the report of the Fire School. 

The North Carolina State Firemen’s Association held its fourth 
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Session of the Fire College and Drill School in Asheville, North 
Carolina, April twenty-sixth, 1932.

The 1932 session, was, in the opinion of the Executive Com- 
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mittee of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and the 
officers of the Fire College and Drill School, highly successful and 
the work accomplished by the outstanding 1932 Faculty will, it is 
sincerely believed, result in lasting benefit to the firemen of the 
State and cities and towns represented by them. 


There was a total of one hundred and forty-six officers and men 
registered, representing forty-five North Carolina Fire Depart- 
ments and two members of the Anderson, South Carolina, Fire De- 
partment, making a grand total of one hundred and forty-eight of- 
ficers and men representing forty-six fire departments. This num- 
ber exclusive of members of the Faculty not directly connected with 
a North Carolina Fire Department. 


The 1932 Session—of the one hundred and forty-six attending 
the session, one hundred and fourteen attended all classes of the 
1932 session, and were awarded Fire College certificates. Seventy- 
two of the one hundred and fourteen certificate members partici- 
pated in all of the Drill School evolutions and these are designated 
by cs and ds in the following list. (List not read) 


There were eight roll calls during the three-day session and 
all members registered and answered roll call as follows: I can 
give you a list of every man that attended these roll calls, the Drill 
School. Here is a letter written by your conductor to the mayor 
of every city stating that those delegates from the fire department, 
or his department, either, received a certificate from the Fire Col- 
lege or Drill School, or both. In other words, every man that at- 
tended all of the meetings, his Mayor and Board of Aldermen were 
notified of his work at the School and I am happy to say that every 
single one of these letters where these certificates were issued, 
were answered by the Mayor, and in each instance his opinion was 
expressed that the boys had profited greatly by being at the Fire 
School. 


Now this being the fourth year of the Fire School we issued 
diplomas to the men who had attended all of the Drill School evolu- 
tions—the first session having been inaugurated in by Chief A. L. 
Duckett, then President of the Association, and diplomas were is- 
sued to the following officers and men of the North Carolina Fire 
Departments, they having attended every class during the four 
sessions. These gentlemen are in the house and as I call the names, 
please stand up for a little while.

If there is any one thing that we try to do in the College and 
Drill School is to show that they are of practical application. I 
have already mentioned in a previous report the expenses of your 
College, serving these numbers of men and issuing those diplomas 
and certificates to the graduates was only $314.17. 

This was just a little over two dollars for each man that at- 


tended. 


Another thing, you will notice that these names that we called 
represent men whom we look upon as pillars of this organization; 
men coming from the larger departments and middle class depart- 
ments in population. But there is as much room, as shown in this 
report, for improvement, even with the smaller departments. There 
is not a department in the State in my opinion that could not send 
men to the Fire School and receive benefit therefrom. There 
ought to be many more represented at this School. There is noth- 
ing taught there that would not be of great value even to the 
smaller towns. I want to call attention to that. I say that we try 
to teach practicability and practical methods. The proof of any old 
woman’s pudding is in the eating thereof. I want to ask all of the 
diploma graduates to stand up, just altogether, one time (Ap- 
plause) Keep standing. 

They are the men who are here—come on up here and let’s 
see you. Come up Holland, come up Bill Long. Now if there is 
anything that you want to know about the Fire School, ask these 
fellows. They have been through, and know. 


Honorary diplomas were awarded to men having rendered eXx- 
traordinary service to the North Carolina Fire College and Drill 
School and to the fire service of the State of North Carolina. These 
are the men to whom these diplomas were awarded:

Before going any further, I want to tell you that your Fire 
College and Drill School is an extension of the Fire College and 
Drill School of the New York City Fire Department. The two mem- 
bers present of your Fire College Committee are both graduates 
of the New York City Fire Department, Mr. Croom and myself. 


Yesterday in responding to an alarm as we do day by day, four 
members of the New York Fire Department were instantly killed in 
an explosion subsequent to a fire. With the President’s permission, 
I am going to ask this assembly to stand just a minute in tribute 
to those men of our Alma Mater who gave their lives in the fire yes- 
terday. (President gives assent, and audience stands for a minute.) 


President Whitley: 


What will you do with your Conductor’s report? 

. . . It was moved, seconded, and carried, and so ordered that 
the report of the Fire College and Drill School be accepted and 
spread upon the minutes... 

Mr. C. L. Jones, Fayetteville Fire Department: 

It may be a little out of order, but I would like to move that 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association in assembly send a 
telegram of sympathy expressing our regrets for the loss of these 
men, to the New York Fire Department. 

... This was seconded and carried... . 

. . . The minute books are distributed. . . 


President Whitley: 


What is your pleasure in regard to the Fire College for next 
year? 


Dr Long, Graham: 


Not from a selfish motive, but from the benefit I have derived 
and, through me, what my department has derived in attending this 
Fire College and Drill School, I think there is nothing that we have 
now that helps the fire departments like the Fire School. I.was at 
Asheville and received my diploma. I was very happy, but not 
quite as happy as Sherwood Brockwell. He was up there in front 
where the good looking ladies were, and when he got his diploma 


he got so happy that he shed tears. That is something that I never 


saw him do before. s 


After you attend the Drill School for several years you under- 
stand what it means to your department. It helps you know how 
to take care of your men, and all of those things. It is one of the 
greatest benefits we have ever had in the way of help to our men 
in learning how to better their firemanship and services which we 
give. I don’t need to repeat to the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
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Association that it is the greatest charitable institution in the State 
I want to ask the State Association to make an appropriation, if not 
large, to continue this School, and that every department that can 
do so, and all that will do so, please send at least one man there to 
get this training. All of the men will be benefitted by it that at- 
tend. I could talk here an hour, taking up your time, but the peo- 
ple are tired, and I thank you. (Applause) 


Chief O’Briant, Roxboro: 


I attended the Fire School in Durham and it is one of the great- 
est things that the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association has 
ever done. I heartily endorse what Dr. Long has just said. I 
eouldn’t attend the School in Asheville, and I regret that I couldn’t. 
I am highly in favor of the Fire School going on. 


President Whitley: 
Dr. Long, do you make that in the form of a motion? 
Dr. Long, Graham: 


Yes. I moved that this Association appropriate a sufficient 
sum to carry on this School. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 
I second the motion. 
Mr. A. L. Duckett, Asheville: 


I would like to amend that motion. The Fire College and Drill 
School was started as an experiment four years ago and no one in 
this Association knew what it might bring about and during this 
time I believe that every fireman in North Carolina heard about it 
and knows what it has meant to North Carolina. I would like to 
make an amendment to Dr. Long’s motion that this Association ac- 
cept the Fire College and Drill School as a part of this Association, 
and from now on make it permanent. 

_,. This was seconded... . 


President Whitley: 
Do you want to vote on them separately or both at the same 
time? 


Voices: Same time. 
_.. The original motion of Dr, Long’s, with Mr. Duckett’s 


amendment, were voted on at the same time, and carried... . 
Mr. Hobson, Winston-Salem: 


Do we have it all at the same time at the same place? 


President Whitley: 
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No. It becomes a part of the organization. We will set it the 
same as we do our meeting. 


Mr. Fleishman: 


What is the annual appropriation for the Fire School? 
President Whitley: 


It varies according to what it costs. Last year it was not to 
exceed five hundred dollars. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


The greatest amount that it has ever cost was $371. The orig- 
inal motion said to appropriate money ample to take care of it. 


President Whitley: 


You all understand that the Fire College is a part of the As- 
sociation work in the future. 


Mr. Brockwell, do you suggest that we get invitations for the 
next meeting at this time, or would it be better to leave this to the 
Executive Committee? There are five towns that we can go to. 


Mr. Frank Bennett, Durham: 


I want to extend an invitation to the Executive Committee 
when they come to consider a town for the Drill School to go to, ° 
Durham will be glad to have them if they see fit to go there. 


President Whitley: 


The next thing in order is the approval of the minutes of the 
previous meeting. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 


I have read them from “Civer to civer,” and I move that un- 
less the Secretary, Mr. Miller, has found some typographical er- 


rors that the minutes of last year’s meeting as presented by him 
be accepted. 


Secretary Miller: 


Before they are approved, and the vote taken, please turn to 
page forty-six. There was an omission made by the printer after 
the first line after 1931, and receipt number ten, following that 
number there should be number eleven and twelve. Number eleven 
should come in there and show eight hundred dollars in the mor- 
tuary fund, and eighty dollars in the general fund. Number twelve 


Should show one thousand dollars in the mortuary fund and one 
hundred in the general fund. 


- . . The motion to adopt the report as corrected, was seconded 
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and carried. . . 
President Whitley: 


Mr. Brockwell, have you anything that you would like to bring 
up at this time? It is eighteen minutes of closing time. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 
Not unless we bring up that business about the bond. 
President Whitley: 


That had better wait until the morning session. Mr. Miller, 
have you anything? 


Secretary Miller: 


Tomorrow morning at nine-thirty o’clock we will have the roll 
cali of our deceased members, those that have passed away during 
the past year. Their names will be called. I will read you what I 
have, and if any of you have any names that should be added to 
this roll call it is your duty to report them here now. (Reads) I 
would like to say that the last name called was that of a man hon- 
ored by this Association in that he served as Treasurer of the or- 
ganization seven or eight years, and was President of the Associa- 
tion for ten or twelve years, Mr. T. A. Green of New Bern. 
Voices: 

R. L. Shoupe, of Charlotte; C. W. Pridgen, of Kinston; Shep- 


herd Smith, Farmville. 


Mr. Whitson, Rocky Mount: 


In coming through Fayetteville we noticed that the fence 
around Captain James McNeill’s Memorial was torn down. It doesn’t 
look good. I think the Association should make arrangements to 
repair that fence, or have the city of Fayetteville repair it, at the 


expense of the city. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 
I would like to add further that the city clerk has been trying 


to get in touch with the people who made the fence, and that the 
boys in Fayetteville are looking after that. I am glad that was 


brought up. : 
Chief Burkett, Salisbury: 


The delegates from Spencer shop asked me to bring this mat- 
ter up before the convention. They wanted me to bring up the 
matter of identification cards before this Association. 


I move you, Sir, that this Association have printed a member- 
ship card to be presented by the Secretary to each fireman in each 
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department upon receipt of their per capita tax. This membership 
ecard can be carried by every fireman. Last year at Statesville a 
number of men were there from Salisbury, wearing badges. They 
got tickets to the theatres, and to the dance, and they got those 
cards by registering. They were not delegates. If we had these 
membership cards to identify each man, it would be worth some- 
thing to them. The men from Spencer Shop were up at Washing- 
ton last year, Labor Day, and they were not recognized there at all. 
They didn’t have any identification cards. They won’t recognize 
anybody that wears a badge. 


President Whitley: 


Gentlemen, you have heard what the Chief from Salisbury has 
to say about membership cards. 


Dr. Long, Graham: 


I have heard that discussed several times in different parts of 
the State. Iam glad it was brought up. I happened to be in Wash- 
ington City at the National Firemen’s Association meeting and I 
was a lost dog. (Laughter) If they had a membership card they 
could carry with them, they would be recognized. I second that 
motion. I am in favor of it. 


Chief Frank Bennett, Durham: 


Let me offer this. Why wouldn’t it be a good idea for each 
department to get out their own card, with their own insignia on 
it, when they are in good standing. Of course it would have the 
signature of the Secretary of the local department, throughout the 
State. I am wondering if each city couldn’t have their own card, 
with the emblem of the N. C. State Firemen’s Association. 

Mr. J. C. Kesler, Salisbury. 


I want to endorse what Chief Bennett has just said, for this 
reason. If the card is issued by the local fire department it knows 
all of the time who are members of the department. If they are 
issued by the State Association our efficient State Secretary only 
knows once a year who the members of that department are and as 
the year goes on he won’t know anything about the ones that drop 
out, until the next year. I want to endorse what Chief Bennet said, 
and second his amendment that the identification cards come from 
the local fire departments of North Carolina. 


Chief Shaw, Greensboro: 


My department at present has for a number of years issued a 
card—lI carry one in my pocket (holds up ecard) and this card has 
been recognized all over the United States. I have been practic- 
ally in every State since that card was issued. Those cards were 
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issued by me and signed by me, certifying that they are firemen in 
good standing and members of the Greensboro Fire Department. 
They surely recognize anyone that carries this card. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 


In my old automobile up there I have a badge signifying that 
I am a member of the Keystone Fire Chief’s Association, the Penn- 
sylvania Association, and another one for the Maryland Associa- 
tion, another one from the Florida State Association, but I do not 
have one signifying that I am a member of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association. I do believe there is some practical 
way of arranging it so that when a man pays his per capita dues he 
would be labelled a member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. It would help him out a lot, and he would have no 
‘difficulty in getting in a lot of things that he possibly couldn’t get 
into. Chief Shaw’s idea is very good. I don’t know of any reason 
why the Washington Department or any other would not recognize 
the North Carolina cities as well as they would the North Carolina 
Association. 


I do know that one open-hearted, willing man, John L. Miller, 
has always accepted as part of his daily burden anything that the 
Association wanted done. To issue that many cards would put 
rather much of a burden on Mr. Miller, and if distributed among 
one hundred and fifty-three secretaries, it wouldn’t put much of a 
burden on anyone. The best thing to do would be that when each 
man paid his per capita tax, to do as Chief Shaw does. The mem- 
ber of a North Carolina city, or town, have a card for the depart- 
ment to which he belongs, and if that don’t let him in, it is just too 
bad. I don’t believe it would be proper at all to put this heavy bur- 
den on Mr. Miller when it could be distributed among the one hun- 
dred and fifty-three secretaries, with no burden to anyone. The best 
thing is to do as Chief Shaw did, when he pays his per capita tax, 
give him a card from the North Carolina city or town in which 


he lives. 
Chief Burkett, Salisbury: 


That would take care of a man belonging to a large depart- 
ment, but if his department doesn’t issue those cards, he is just out 
of luck. 

Mr. Fleishman: 


All of the cards should be uniform. When they ali get to Wash- - 
ington and some have one kind of card, and some another, they 
would have a cross word puzzle. I would like to see the original 
motion voted on. I think that is a good idea. 


Chief Bennett, Durham: 
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My thought was that it would take expense off the Association 
in buying these cards. But I think that since the discussion has 
come to this point that the cards should all be one color or one de- 
sign, and sent out from the Association. I withdraw my amend- 
ment to that effect, if the person who seconded it will withdraw the 
second. (This was done.) The Chief of the department could sign 
those cards and after the Chief or Secretary of the local depart- 
ments had signed them, they could be sent to the Secretary of the 
State Association and he can sign them too. That would be two 
signatures, one from the local department, and one from the State 
Secretary, a uniform card with one seal. 


President Whitley: 


I think that would be a good idea. 
Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 

Here is a card, their name there, photograph here, and the 
name of the Raleigh Fire Department. If that don’t get anybody 
in, somebody wants him out. That is what I had in mind when I 
spoke about cards. But what you boys want to do, I am with you 
one hundred percent. 


Secretary Miller: 


The question that I wanted to raise at this time was this: Chief 
Burkett, you say that some of the people at Salisbury last year 
went to Statesville and infringed upon the hospitality of the citi- 
zens and the fire department at Statesville by securing badges and 
receiving thereby the courtesies of the city. Now if we issued these 
cards in the volunteer service men are constantly changing, if you 
issued a card to Bill Jones next week, Bill Jones might be out of 
that department, and for all time he could continue to use that card 
if it was issued by the Secretary of the State Association. In what 
position would we be to redeem that card? I think possibly for 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and the Executive 
Committee to prepare this card and have it uniform and leave the 
date blank, leave the city blank, and then let them furnish them to 
the Chief and the secretary of their department to be executed by 
them, you will have some control over the issuing of those cards 
and I believe that you will overcome this thing that you speak of 
that is happening here now. I saw it yesterday, people who were 
securing badges here from the officials of this Convention and Tour- 
nament, local citizens, not even here as delegates, at all, not even 
an officer of their department. We want to avoid that kind of 
thing. In my opinion if the State Association provides these cards 
with whatever emblem on there necessary, send them out to the 
different department, let either the Chief or the Secretary of that 
Department execute and keep in touch with them, that it would be 
the thing to do. (Applause) 
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Mr. Harris, Rocky Mount: 


I would like to make an amendment that the secretary of the 
local department shall request a certain number from the secretary; 
before they are sent out, Mr. Miller will check his records and see 
if they get more than they need, and thereby keep in touch with 
the absolute number of membership cards issued. 


Mr. Shaw, Greensboro: 


Couldn’t that be easily overcome, when a man goes to register 
to show his registration card, or membership card, before he can 
register and get a badge. That will eliminate all of that trouble. 
Let him present his card to the registrar—if he can’t present his 
ecard, why he is out of luck. That would stop all of that. 


Chief Burkett: 


I would like to amend that motion, that Secretary Miller have 
those cards printed, and sent out to each department each year. 


Mr. Fleishman: 
I would like to second that motion. 


President Whitley: 

There is a motion before the house, and there have been a lot 
of suggestions.

President Whitley: 
The Memorial Address will be by Rev. Howard Hartzell. 


Reverend Howard Hartzell: 


I would like to base my thoughts upon the first verse of the fif- 
tieth chapter of Genesis, “And Joseph fell upon his father’s face, 
and wept upon him, and kissed him.” 

There is something inherent in our natures that causes us to 
think well of our dead. Your deceased comrades may have lived 
for years in their respective communities and they may never have 
heard an approving word of their conduct. Deeds of loving kind- 
ness to them may have been unknown. Then they may have been 
taken away by death while in the performance of their duties. The 
entire community now ceases its activity to pay tribute to a hero. 
Many flowers were placed on the bier. 


In going through cemeteries one is very much impressed with 
the epitaphs inscribed on the tombstones and as one reads these epi- 
taphs, one is impressed with the wording on them. They extol the 
virtues of the deceased which probably were not apparent in the 
lifetime of the departed one. All of these epitaphs were written in 
sincerity proving to us that we think well of our dead. 


When the father of Joseph, whose name was Jacob, died his son 
Joseph as well as the other son knew that their father’s life was 
filled with intrigue, trickery, shrewdness, craftiness; however, the 
death of the father caused them not to think of his miscomings, 
but they recognized his virtues. The kiss that Joseph bestowed 
upon his father, Jacob, after his death was the kiss of genuine love. 
He recognized that at death, whatever ignoble traits his father may 
have displayed during his lifetime, were things of the past. He 
saw his soul as something white and beautiful, and shining. 


You, this morning, remember your deceased comrades. While 
you were associated with them no doubt you recognized their short- 
comings, their foibles, and weakness. This morning assémbled here 
at this Memorial Service, through prayer, sermon and songs, you 
are going to extol their virtues and ignore their vices, and this 
shows that you think well of your dead. 


Sometimes one hears it said that it is a waste of time and 
money to give flowers and to deliver eulogies after death. Why not 
bestow it upon the living? One must remember, however, that 
there are flowers that cannot be given and eulogies that cannot be 
delivered until after death, because only after death is it that the 
true worth of a man recalled, or revealed in the highest. The zeal, 
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the esteem in which a person is held is only given to us by dis- 
closures after death. For this reason the heart instinctively wishes 
to pay homage to its dead, in eulogies and in flowers. The extrava- 
gant epitaphs and eulogies that we sometimes hear, the costly me- 
morials, the keeping green of the graves of our deceased, is merely 
a divine instinct of the heart and is the supreme recognition of 
mankind to their dead in which they recognize their heroic and 
godly qualities. What a miserable life if none of us would possess 
enough good to feel that after death, some flowers, or some enlogies 
might be given us, or some tribute of respect paid. 


The second thing to be taken into consideration in an occasion 
like this is that through death and at times like this that we recog- 
nize that men have souls. Jesus was not appreciated while He lived 
on earth. His own disciples were not willing to acknowledge that 
He was God, and that He was divine, and only when He passed 
on into the great beyond did the great holy spirit fall upon Him, 
and then only did they appreciate his worth. It is probable that 
association with your comrades that have now passed on to the 
great beyond, that you did not recognize and appreciatae their 
sterling qualities. You may have been harsh in your criticism of 
them. But now you let fall upon them the mantle of charitable 
judgment. You think of your deceased comrades as men with soul 
who have passed on into the great beyond, and they receive judg- 
ment at the hands of a greater judge than here on earth. Those 
of you who are living—and we make our mistakes and have our 
shortcomings—at times are criticised very unjustly. But those 
who have gone on into the great beyond at the judgment bar are 
going to be judged by a different judge than you find here. Those 
men have exposed to us their real souls, and consequently I think 
that at a service like this we are more lenient in our judgment and 
we try to look at our deceased as the great Judge would look at us. 


Now we no longer say that the misdeeds of our loved ones, that 
they may have performed while here among us, were due to down- 
right wickedness. We are more lenient. We say the poor fellow 
must not have been able to do just the way he would like to do. 
That is the soul being exposed today before the almighty God. 
The soul of the man who when he was being overcome by tempta- 
tion and who sinned, that inner soul wept bitterly. 


The second thing I think should be taken into consideration at 
a service like this, your deceased having gone into another country, 
another world, as we call it, is that it is a great adventure. You 
firemen have assembled here to pay tribute and respect to them, 
namely those who have gone into the great beyond. I wish that I 
could stand here and say as a priest of the church a great deal 
about the great beyond. I wish I could say truthfully, without any 
camouflage, that I know just what is going on over there. I wish 
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that I could tell you exactly what your comrades are doing. It 
would not be fair to you or to myself. Jesus Himself did not have 
much to say about the great beyond. At the same time I can im- 
agine that you are concerned with the future of your comrades. 
You are asking yourselves at this time what they are doing, what 
it is like over there, whether they are mere nonentities floating in 
ethereal substance, whether you will ever recognize them. 


I will be fair with you—-you may not agree with me, in the 
theory that I am going to propound to you now. It is bitterly at- 
tacked by modern belief. I believe not only in the physical resur- 
rection, I believe in personal recognition. I believe that over in 
the spirit world your comrades know what is going on here this 
morning. I believe their spirits are with us this morning. I be- 
lieve that they know your trials and your temptations. I cannot 
give you any scientific proof. I base my belief on the fact that 
Jesus spoke a parable—Dives and Lazarus. The rich man was held 
over an abyss, saw Lazarus and Abraham and recognized them. I 
also note that after the resurrection when Jesus appeared, although 
He came through shut doors He was recognized by his disciples. He 
ate with them, slept with them. There are those that say that there 
is no physical resurrection, only spiritual resurrection, and that 
there is no such thing as personal recognition, in the future, but it 
is helpful to me to believe not only in physical resurrection, but in 
personal recognition. Consequently, if I am right in my surmise 
and your comrades over there somewhere know what is going on 
here, what a hallowed occasion this should be. What an influence it 
should play in your lives. 


Now just a word to the firemen here assembled this morning. 
We have spoken about your deceased comrades. Before I went to 
college in the town in which I lived, I was associated with the fire 
company of that town in a minor way. I went with them to their 
conventions, I had free access to their clubs, consequently I learned 
to know something of the inner life of the fireman. I always have 
the deepest respect for firemen, their idealism and heroic qualities. 
The fire company to which I refer was a pay fire company. Time 
and time again the men were willing to give up their life to save 
some one else without any mercenary motive at all. The main thing 
that impressed me when I associated with the firemen was that while 
they were a rollicking crowd of fellows after a good time, at heart 
they clung to the decent and fundamental things of life, scorned 
anything ignoble or base, and above all they were true to their 
convictions. I think that this could be due to the fact that their 
work was of such a hazardous nature. Now you firemen are en- 
gaged in a very risky calling. When you go out on a call you don’t 
know how you will be brought back. Consequently I think that you 
are serious about your relationship with God. 
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When the time comes for the next Memorial Service there will 
. be firemen who are present at this Presbyterian Church this morn- 
ing that will be among those who have gone to the great beyond. It 
might be well to ask at this time, what is my relationship with God, 
what is my relationship with my maker. When my comrades as- 


semble again for this service, my name is called, and there is no an- 
swer, and the chimes ring, can they say he was a God-like man, 
that he lived like Christ, and died as a Christian? May his soul 
rest in peace. ’

Over in the Italian Alps between France and Switzerland there is 
a wonderful country, Valdesia. (Pronounces carefully) That is 
the correct pronunciation. The world owes a great deal to these 
Valdesians because they were the first European Protestant people 
and today throughout the world many a Protestant church has its 
spire up in the clouds because Phillip Valdese led the Valdesians, 
and formed the first Protestant nation in Europe. All of that is 
apropos to presenting to you Chief Ribet of the Fire Department 
of Valdese.

President Whitley: 

I want to thank the Charlotte Fire Department Glee Club for 
their beautiful selections, which I am sure we all enjoyed. I wish 
we could take some steps to adopt them as we did Frank Shaw’s 
Band, if they would allow it. 

Under the head of new business, I recognize Mr. Brockwell at 
this time. (Applause) 


Mr. Brockwell: 

Gentlemen, under the head of new business, as I told you yes- 
terday, I have something I want to say to you. I don’t know how 
it is going to sound, but I am willing to abide by the results. In 
my life there is nothing of more importance to me—unless it is the 
love of the members of my family—than the North Carolina Fire- 
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men’s Association. There is something I think you men ought to 
know, or rather already knowing, ought to seriously consider and 
possibly gird yourselves for one of the greatest economic battles 
ever fought in the State of North Carolina. 


Before I go one word further, if in this discourse this morning I 
say one word that can be interpreted against any man holding of- 
fice in the State of North Carolina or any political sub-division 
thereof, it is the head and not the heart. I propose to present to 
this Association some salient facts which I believe are of grave 
importance to you as an Association, as individuals and as citizens 
of that great Commonwealth which has never yet had to offer an 
apology for the manner in which it has met and solved its great 
problems. 


North Carolina, God bless her, when left alone to face her own 
accounts, and she has faced Destiny on more than one occasion, has 
always met such occasions four-square and come out triumphantly. 
Today we face a condition never before faced by North Carolinians 
and which, I fear, offers problems of magnitude too vast to be 
solved by any one man or set of men and which will remain un- 
solved until the people of the State, as a whole, realize what is fair 
and just and act accordingly. The reason I am presenting this 
to you is because, be you a member of a Volunteer Fire Department 
or a Paid Fire Department, the facts forthcoming bear directly on 
you and your work as a fireman. 


Rudyard Kipling once used the term “The Colonel’s Lady and 
Judy O’Grady are sisters under the skin.” As long as we firemen, 
both volunteer and paid, can, as an Association, truthfully make 
reports as you heard yesterday, an Association that can by extra 
effort and saving produce the wealth in the State that it has in the 
past ten years, then, in order that we go forward and keep up this 
great work, we must look upon this condition, not as it effects any 
one of us alone, but how it is effecting or will effect all or each 
and every individual, for our Association is nothing more than a 
number of individuals, Firemen All—Volunteer and Paid—“sisters 
under the skin.” Eph 


First I want to read to you a letter handed to me by the De- 
partment Statistician, the man who gets the report of every fire in 
North Carolina which amounts to five dollars or more. Many of 
you have never seen Andrew Joyner. He has been in public life — 
in North Carolina many years. He was minister to San Domingo 
under the peerless leadership of Woodrow Wilson. He is, always 
has been, always will be and will die a true-blooded North Caro- 
linians He is today the statistician of our department. We could 
not replace him though offering four times the salary he is getting. 
His first interest is that of the Firemen of North Carolina. (Reads)

Gentlemen, if this array of facts and figures, the result of in- 
finite toil on the part of the statistician, show anything which he 
who runs can read, it shows that the fires which got away from 
the Departments, due in its entirety to undermanned or under- 
equipped companies, are the ones which have cost North Carolina 
millions of dollars. No doubt some municipality saved a few hun- 
dred dollars in its budget, but the citizens are called upon to pay 
thousands, yea, tens of thousands, for every hundred thus saved. 


Early in 1931 the budgeteers of many of our counties, egged 
on by “Tax Experts and Imported Budget Engineers,” each of 
whom received a salary never dreamed of by a Fire Chief, found 
it expedient to eliminate from the budget, if you please, funds here- 
tofore used to keep intact a forest fire unit for these counties. Well 
do I remember the praise these fine gentlemen received last sum- 
mer when it was announced that each of these counties had saved 
from four hundred to four thousands dollars by following the advice 
of these great budget experts, but where, and the echo answers 
where, were those fine fellows, with their tailor-made suits of clothes, 
watch chains running diagonally across their manly chests, with 
fraternity pins dangling to the four winds of the earth, last Oc- 
tober, when the farmers of two-score counties were fighting might 
and main to save their homes during the raging of forest fires 
which cost the State of North Carolina millions of dollars? Oh, 
yeah, these tax experts saved the counties several thousand dol- 
lars, made a beautiful little budget and got their names in the 
papers, but North Carolina, in that instance, has found, to her sor- 
row, that Goldsmith was eternally right when he said “A bold 
peasantry once destroyed, can never be supplied.” Just try, if you 
please, to re-organize forest fire units up to the proficiency which 
existed in 1930. Winning a world war wouldn’t be a circumstance. 


Gentlemen, the foregoing is now a part of North Carolina his- 
tory and I challenge any mortal man to successfully refute any 
part of it. 


Let’s go a little further now. I will give you some more facts 
of another kind and you can put these two twos together and make 
your own four. 


On June 6th, 1932, I heard the beloved Governor of North Caro- 
lina, a classmate of mine, a man I love and revere, make a talk 
to the Alumni Association of his original Alma Mater. This was 
just after he and I had been the only ones to stand when the 
class of 1903 was called. I could not help notice that “time had 
made its mark” and there were marks on his brow which did not 
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exist in 1928. I, for one, know what that man has been through 
for the past three and a half years. 


In that talk, for it was not a speech made for public consump- 
tion, but the unfolding of the heart of our Governor to his friends 
and companions of college days, he told us that during the three 
years he had been Governor that he had spent more time, thought 
and energy in trying to balance the budget of North Carolina than 
he had ever spent on any other problem, football or other—you 
know he was a great football player—but,- that, so far, although, 
however distasteful it was to him, notwithstanding that every in- 
stitution and every department in North Carolina has been “cut 
to the bone,” the budget was yet unbalanced. He, himself, said 
that even the food allowance for the blind cildren at Raleigh and 
the deaf children at Morganton had been cut down to the limit, not 
to mention the inmates of our State hospitals—the sick, the maim- 
ed, the halt. 


Those little blind children, groping their way through a world 
of darkness, wards of a great State, receiving only that which is 
sufficient to sustain life. The deaf children receiving only that 
which is necessary to hold body and soul together. Our city schools 
which have heretofore run nine months, now running seven or 
eight with one month behind in teachers’ salaries, our six months 
schools barely able to keep open with the reduced appropriations. 
In other words, everything North Carolina has built since the Civil 
War to which we could point to with pride is now threatened; our 
own Governor, as loyal, as sincere and as true to his native tradi- 
tions as any North Carolinian who ever drew the breath of life, 
already aged and facing an untimely .. . I won’t say it—it’s too 
dreadful a thought—All of this for what purpose? In order that 
our budget can be balanced—our credit saved—so that every man 
or woman who owns a North Carolina bond may receive penny for 
penny for every one that’s owed them. This, notwithstanding the 
fact that our now-senior senator has already petitioned Congress 
to place a fair value on the American dollar. 


In that same speech I referred to our Governor said that if we 
defaulted on one.of those bonds it would be the darkest day in the 
history of North Carolina. I want to add to that, that however 
dark that day may be, it will be as bright as Betelguese compared 
with the day when by any agency or function, the morale of our 
fire departments is destroyed. On that day chaos will reign su- 


preme. 


I do not, for one moment, doubt that what has been done by 
ers is other than the proper and wise course to pursue, but

State. 
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In any city and town in North Carolina you can pick up a 
paper and the first thing you see are headlines about cutting ex- 
penses. What are the cities and towns cutting expenses for? In 
order that they, too, may pay dollar for dollar, cent for cent, for 
every bond that city or town has ever issued. 


That would be commendable were it not for one thing: in order 
to do that it seems to be the idea of every city and town to start 
cutting salaries and the first department they strike at is the fire 
department, not realizing the fact that the fire department is be- 
yond a doubt the most valuable asset any city or town could have. 
A plain case of following the easiest way. 


I own some United States bonds. I own some North Carolina 
bonds and I own a City of Raleigh bond. Your Association owns 
North Carolina bonds, but I’m asking you, when and where in the 
name of God, did it ever get to the point that because I happen to 
own one of those bonds that I am sacred, and that in order to pay 
me dollar for dollar and cent for cent on these bonds you must 
take food out of the mouths of the children of the firemen of North 
Carolina. When did I get that big? 


Whatever adverse financial condition the State or any of her 
political sub-divisions is now facing is not due to anything brought 
about by the firemen of North Carolina. Not one of them,-and I 
know most of them, has ever been paid in keeping with other 
branches of municipal service, although called on to deliver a ser- 
vice unequalled by any other civic unit within the borders of our 
great State. There is not a fireman in North Carolina today liv- 
ing in a house that cost ten thousand dollars. The vast majority 
of them are living in houses costing less than five thousand, be- 
cause not one of them had a noticeable boost in salary from 1920 
to 1929. Paid just enough to live in decent poverty while others 
all in and around them were splurging and bringing on this condi- 
tion which we now face. 


Yet, in order that every dollar may be paid on every bond that’ 
every city and every town and every county in our State has bought, 
it seems to be the trend of the uninformed public to cut the wages 
of the firemen and their brothers, the policemen, to make the bond 
money ever more sacred. It looks to me like whipping one of your 
own crippled children—and the crippled child of North Carolina is 
certainly the fire departments—you have not bought any fire ap- 
paratus to speak of in four years, no hose to speak of for three 
years and there is more risk than ever before—hardly a depart- 
ment in the State but what did not answer more alarms last year 
than it ever answered in a year before—yes, whipping one of your 
crippled children in order to impress the stranger across the street 
who doesn’t care whether you live or die. 
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The message I want to give you firemen is this: the school 
teachers of North Carolina, the policemen of North Carolina and 
the firemen of North Carolina are not responsible for the financial 
condition which exists today, but if we sit still and take it on the 
chin, don’t offer any resistance, the uninformed public, not know- 
ing the economic value of our fire departments, will follow a mealy 
mouth spokesman who has never practiced, but continually preaches 
“saving public funds”, with the result that all the fine work we 
have so far accomplished will be undone, while this same pseudo- 
statesman struts his stuff in the name of “economy”. 


I am begging you as firemen to remember what your statis- 
tician told you yesterday and what every report given here has 
shown. We are by far the most valuable civic body in the State. 
We pay our own way, save the State millions every year, take active 
part, not only in saving, but in helping to produce all wealth of the 
State, receiving in return from this great commonwealth, for all 
this saving to help along the work of over 4,000 men, three-fourths 
of $2,500 annually, yet, in order to meet the financial crisis, the 
easiest way to many would be to walk flatfooted through this crowd, 
wipe out, destroy them waving a banner “We have saved our cred- 
it.” What in the hell are they going to do with after the town is 
burned down. (Applause) And another thing: What is this credit 
we are saving. It is the self-same thing that has put us in the con- 
dition’ we are in today. Credit has already ruined us and yet we 
must sacrifice everything else to get some more of it. Something 
wrong, somewhere. I do not know what it is, but I do know that if 
the credit we have already had is a fair sample, more of it isn’t 


going to help much, 


There is one thing I do know, though. If the bankers and the 
bond salesmen who instigated most of these bond issues knew any- 
thing, they knew they were overloading our many communities and 
my private opinion is that any one of such that knowingly over- 
sold a community bonds, necessitating, as it has, the foreclosure 
and sale of property for taxes, is in the same category as the old 
fashioned bar-keeper who sold a drunken man whiskey. 


Let’s look on this condition as it is and give everybody due 
eredit—with charity to all—but, in God’s name, let’s be fair. We 
did not bring about this condition. Go into any city or town in the 
State and I dare you to find a waterworks system that doesn’t have 
two or three men in it making more than the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment. The Fire Departments produce and save millions, yet I 
dare you to find any other municipal Department which produces 
one dollar of revenue which doesn’t have a number of men making 
more money than your Fire Chief. You may say this applies to 
the paid fireman, but what has pay got to do with it. A man can- 
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not stay in a firehouse three days unless he possesses the same 
stuff that makes the volunteer fireman. ‘Sisters under the skin” 
and hear me when I say again, that once you destroy the morale 
that has built up this organization, North Carolina is going to face 
an even worse condition than we face today. 


I have never seen a fire organization that did not, as that man 
of God said this morning, adhere to and practice the fundamentals 
of life. One of the greatest fundamentals of life is to be fair and 
if you will allow me to quote the motto of another organization to 
which I belong, “Tote Fair.” 


I was in High Point some time ago talking to a committee that 
was thinking about cutting the Firemen’s wages. I said to them, 
“Whenever it becomes necessary to save the city of High Point 
from embarrassment of any kind, I would bet my life on one hun- 
dred per cent co-operation by the High Point Fire Department.” 
Let’s be fair and say we will take our proportionate part of any 
cut necessary—and I say that looking back over these many years 
that I have been coming to these conventions, that I believe from 
the bottom of my heart that whatever is necessary for the salvation 
of the financial conditions existing in North Carolina or any of her 
cities and towns, there is not a man bearing a fireman’s badge that 
would not say “Let’s Be Fair” and “Let’s Do What Is The Fair 
Abesberae’ 


I believe the fair way to handle it is this. Many of you have 
been cut, but have you been given any assurance that when the city 
or town gets in better financial condition that you will be raised or 
re-imbursed? Not one of you that I’ve heard of . When you get 
_ home and it becomes necessary to cut the operating cost of your 
city or town say twenty or thirty per cent—you firemen go to your 
council with this proposal: “We think just as much of the welfare 
of this city or town as any man who ever held Office in it. We 
have devoted our life to the protection of it. If it is necessary to 
cut my wages twenty per cent, I’ll take it,—but cut the bond man 
twenty per cent, too, and give us both due bills for the other twenty 
per cent. If you ever get where you can, pay us both for our due 
bills, but don’t come here and choke me to death, giving me nothing 
but a cut while you give the other fellow all of his”. 


Whatever else may be wrong with that proposition, it is fair, 
and nothing but fairness is ever going to amount to much in settl- 
ing this crisis we are now facing. So far it has been all going out 
and nothing coming in and that plan has never settled anything. 
We have a well established precedent in this State. Last October, 
when the banks of the State found that they couldn’t make the 
grade on a 4 per cent basis, they cut wages, but they went further, 
most of them cut the rate of interest 25 per cent. There wasn’t 
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much of a howl about that and the few that remained open will, it 
is generally understood, share in a two billion dollar loan made 
since the rate was reduced. 


I say to you firemen again: When you go back home and they 
get to talking about cutting your wages, say, “All right. If it is 
‘necessary to cut, cut me, but cut the boy that holds the bonds, too.” 


Let me say in closing that back there in 1887, a set of men 
(reads) C. D. Benbow, J. G. Fowler, H. J. Elam, A. T. Boyd, C. F. 
Thomas, J. R. Donnell, Charles Whittington, and S. D. Wilson, of 
Greensboro; J .D. McNeill, of Fayetteville; J. T. Thacker, W. F. 
Keith, S. A. Sink, C. D. Snipes, F. H. Volger, F. G. Meinung, of 
Winston-Salem; E. B. Englehardt, T. W. Blake, F. H. Lumsden and 
Frank Brennan, of Raleigh; H. E. Heartt, of Durham; J. B. Swin- 
son, of Charlotte,—and I am happy to say that I knew nearly ev- 
ery one of them—presented the original charter of this Association 
to the General Assembly of North Carolina. There was not one of 
these men who saw the necessity of a Firemen’s Association, but 
what meant business. They may have had other failings, but there 
was one thing they did know when they appeared before the Legis- 
lature of 1887—-they knew what they wanted—and here is what it 
is: 

The very first thing they wanted was “The protection and pro- 
motion of the best interests of the Firemen of North Carolina.” 
That \is what those men wanted in 1887 and that stands behind 
everything we have done since then. We have added to that and 
I believe that the men of this convention are going back home after 
our races tomorrow, remembering that splendid band Frank Shaw 
brought down here, that well trained Glee Club Hendrix Palmer 
brought, the reports the officers have made. Try and remember 
what they mean and realize above all that nothing about it is fic- 
titious. Remember that we are charged with the responsibility 
of carrying on the great work started by that set of men whose 
loyalty to the State of North Carolina has never been surpassed. 
I have read their names. They wanted this Association to ever pro- 
tect and promote the best interests of the Firemen of North Caro- 


lina. 
Let’s go home meeting our folks with this answer: The Fire- 


men of North Carolina having sacrificed to save life and property 
We will accept as our share of the burden any 
any necessary reduction of expenditures, will, 
do our level best to save you and your prop- 
s of fire, but, in God’s name treat us fair.

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Mr. Gray, Robersonville: 


I would like for my men and my Board of Aldermen to hear 
every word of that speech. I hope they will read it tomorrow, if 
we could get it in the paper, word for word. I would like to see it 
come out in the News and Observer. 


Mr. J. C. Kesler: 


I hope, too, that my men, and my councilmen, will receive a 
copy of these minutes that they may know something about what 
is happening, and that we may follow the remarks of Sherwood 
Brockwell in order that we may protect our interest in the future. 
I now move you, sir, that the Executive Committee appoint a Leg- 
islative Committee to be ready at any time to go before the next 
General Assembly of North Carolina in the interests of the firemen 
of North Carolina, and their interests.

President Whitley: 


It has been moved and seconded that the Executive Committee 
appoint a Legislative Committee to appear before the next Gen- 
eral Assembly any time it sees fit. Is that correct?

Mr. Lewis, Statesville: 


I would like for this to be printed word for word in the year 
book of this Association, but I want to say this. That I think that 
the cities and towns all over North Carolina are making a cut at 
the little people all of the time without going to the big salaried 
people. That is all right, but it tears down any fire company on 
earth to cut as they started to cut in some cities. We are getting 
along all right. They have not cut us this year, and they are not 
going to. I don’t want to appear to disagree with Brother Brock- 
well. I do not believe in repudiation at this time, I think that this 
problem can be solved by the people of North Carolina in one 
_ crack. All of the six months school—it should be advocated at 
home and everywhere else to do away with all of the schools ex- 
cept six months that the state pays for, and not supplement sal- 
aries. In that way we could pay these debts and not repudiate 
them. I know it has been agreed by the majority of the people 
in my home town that that is the only way, and L want to get this 
thought to you. If every debt was paid in North Carolina, and we 
didn’t owe one cent, you could not live at the rate you are living, 
with the present scale of our money. We couldn’t have the nine 
months schools that costs every county nearly five hundred thou- 
sand dollars. We realize that from 1918 until the present time the 
schools have grown from about twenty-five or thirty thousand in 
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each county, to about five hundred thousand dollars in expendi- 
tures. With the present value of money, the taxes eat up the value 
of a man’s real estate in North Carolina, so that we can have these 
schools and pay for them. We might just as well realize that in 
order to meet the demands something must be done. I don’t believe 
we can repudiate, and take any from the towns, a receiver would 
be appointed—and your water department can do that under the 
law, and no man can stop it. They could appoint a receiver for 
every town, take public property, sell it to pay your debt. You can 
pay these debts, every nickel of them, and-get along, if you cut at 
the expenses, not the little salaries. It doesn’t matter a tinker’s 
dam if you cut every officer in a town, in every county, it wouldn’t 
save your tax rate—lower it more than about seven cents. The 
thing you have got to do is to cut the big expenses. 


I want to ask you people how the farmers can pay their taxes 
if we keep the schools going as they are. We can’t do it, they have 
got to be cut. Firemen in other towns have exercised influence on 
the politics of that town, in that community, and they do every- 
where, when they come out with these propositions. I think that 
this country could be saved without repudiation and I hope that 
we can go ahead and do a great deal more by cutting at the big ex- 
penses and not the fire departments, not the police departments, 
and not cut the salaries of the teachers while they are teaching 
that term, but cut down the term. I believe that the older men who 
got four months’ schooling can stand up better than these young 
folks that come out after nine or ten years of nine months’ school- 
ing, and go to college for four more years. So many of them don’t 
amount to very much. I don’t know what is the matter, I rather 

“think that they are over-educated. We have got to cut education, 
and cut expenses on the road. They are two great leeches that are 
sucking the blood of the people, the farmers of this country. We 
have got to make the farmers prosperous and pay salaries to peo- 
ple working in the towns, we have got to give them something to 
buy with. We can cut those long terms, and take these eternal 
buses off the roads. It costs you more to run these buses now 
than the whole school system ten years ago. There is no question 


about that. 


I hope that you will adopt this idea. I don’t think it would do 
to repudiate at this time. I hope that you will study this proposi- 
tion and try to get the expenses cut on the big things that have 
sucked the life blood out of the people. We can’t stand it. If we 
didn’t owe a debt we couldn’t go on like we are going, and there 
are children being born every day. We want more schools. We 


want to give them good common sense and not have so many col- 


lege graduates. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 
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Mr. Brockwell: Whoa! Wait a minute! I naturally expected 
that old “Repudiation” would follow closely behind my remarks, 
but mark you, at no time while I was talking did I call his name or 
in any manner suggest such a thing. I suggested and still sug- 
gest “Payment in Kind”. If necessary to pay one in potatoes, pay 
all in potatoes. Pay in kind is not repudiation. 


The firemen, however, are not afraid of the word. They have 
been sleeping with it for the past eighteen months. They have been 
“repudiated” to death. A rose under any other name, smells just 
as sweet—When we take a fireman’s wages away from him and add 
to the taxes on his home—that is a strategic move in the interest 
of economy, but just even mention holding back one cent of inter- 
est on a tax-free bond and that instantly becomes “repudiation” 
with a big “R” carrying with it, disgrace to a whole common- 
wealth. 


Another thing, John, that receiver you seem to be so afraid of: 
don’t lose any more sleep about that. That has already been at- 
, tended to. You’ve heard the story about “Who do you think that 
man with the rifle is? Daniel Boone’. Well what do you think 
closed all those banks last December? Was it interest on bonded 
debts going in or out? I’m asking you. 


Son, you are nearly as old as I, but you seem to have forgotten 
some bond and repudiation history. Some sixty years ago the 
State of North Carolina repudiated the largest bond issue they had 
ever made up to that time and not one cent has ever been paid on 
one yet—no receiver has ever been appointed—but just as soon as 
“the Good Old State” quit sending negroes to the legislature and 
saved a few dollars, Wall Street forgot all about the ‘repudiated 
bonds” and their agents swarmed around the Capitol at Raleigh 
like Mississippi negroes at a Hoover conference. Just wanted to 
keep history straight. 


Chief McCollum:

Mr. Chairman, when Mr. Brockwell goes back to Raleigh to- 
morrow, I wish he would thank the News and Observer for the 
splendid write-up they gave us yesterday on the back page, about 
that long.

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Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 


I will be very glad to convey your message. 


Chief Lassiter, Snow Hill: 


I have a little matter that I would like to have explained to me. 
There was a resolution adopted in connection with the bond for 
our treasurer of the Firemen’s Relief Fund. We entered into a plan 
to get a blanket bond. I had a letter from Dan Boney authorizing 
the cancellation of all bonds. Now I am not familiar with this, but 
maybe some member of the Executive Committee could explain 
just why this has happened, why the mandates of the convention 
have not been carried out by the Executive Committee. If they 
were vested with the power to do so, I wish to know why they did 
not. Personally, I think it is the proper thing to do. I am still in 
favor of it. I would like to know who blocked the plans of the 
Association and who had the authority to do it. I happen to be one 
of those getting a commission out of the bond, and a blanket bond 
would save considerable money that way; and not only that but it 
was easier because it could be written through one agency and the 
commission could be prorated out among every town. It could be 
handled easily by Mr. Boney if he would see fit to do it and not 
hurt anybody’s business. It would save a lot of multiplicity of 
bonds if it were handled through one source. I would like to know 
why, or by what authority they did this. 


President Whitley: 


For your information in regard to this same thing, he said 
that whereas some of the towns in our State are enjoying prem- 
iums of twenty-five cents and others are paying fifty cents, there 
was an objection on that account. And another thing was that 
men who were not firemen at all were treasurers of these Boards 
and were not in favor of it. But I think I can give you all a clear- 
er idea of just what it was all about if I call on a man who works 
with Dan Boney. He knows the proceedings of that bond from 
‘A’ to ‘Z’. It was unanimously adopted last year that the blanket 
bond should go in force. Mr. Dan Boney proceeded with it, and 
he couldn’t get one hundred percent cooperation. He had to have 
that in order to get the insurance company to write that bond, and 
he could not get it without the one hundred percent cooperation. I 
will ask Mr. Brockwell to tell you about that, give you the facts 
in the case as he knows them better than I do. 


Secretary Miller: 
Mr. President, and Gentlemen of the Convention: We are start-

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offered, quite a bit of discussion on this subject. My recollection 
is that I stated—let me ready the resolution. (Reads) 


“Mr. Kesler, Salisbury: 
‘T have this resolution to offer: 


‘“‘Whereas, there has been much discussion about the funds of 
the Relief Fund being remitted to the local relief treasurers and 
whereas that certain requirements by the local treasurers must be 
met, and whereas the Executive Committee and the Insurance Com- 
missioner have discussed this matter relative to forming a plan by 
which a schedule of rates can be had, economically, and a plan 
worked out, that the Insurance Commissioner may take out the 
premium of the said local treasurer’s bond and remit the balance to 
the said treasurers of said fund, and thereby save much time and 
delay 


“Now, be it resolved that the Executive Committee and the 
Insurance Commissioner be empowered with the duty to further 
this plan, perfect it, and put into operation at its earliest conven- 
ience. 


I think it was the consensus of opinion that this matter be 
further pushed, with the aid of the Insurance Commissioner in 
Raleigh, and this schedule bond be shaped, and passed upon at this 
Convention. I don’t recall at any meeting where the Executive 
Committee was, since that time, that this matter was discussed. 
Possibly it has, but I don’t recall it. Mr. Boney, in looking over 
our minutes, and seeing this act recorded, took it upon himself to 
go to New York and try to procure a rate that he thought was just 
and right. And he ordered a bond executed by some insurance 
company to go into effect on July 15th of this year. Upon secur- 
ing that bond he gets out a letter to the treasurers of these funds 
throughout the State and I want to say‘that there about one hun- 
dred and forty-six that will be required to give that bond to pro- 
tect their fund in that town. This letter is dated July 21st. (Reads) 


I have gathered from Mr. Boney this information, that a great 
many of the towns objected to the bond be written as a schedule 
bond where everybody was covered. It seems that fifteen or twenty. 
percent of that premium is to go to individuals. Otherwise when a 
schedule bond is written that premium will be paid to one insur- 
ance company, covering every fireman in NorthCarolina. Mr. Boney, 
receiving the reaction from his act, has cancelled that bond and 
nobody today in North Carolina is covered by it. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 


Mr. Miller has given you a fine array of facts. I would like 
to add just this: Before we had our convention last year Mr. Miller, 
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who does hundreds of things that never come out where you boys 
understand them and see it in print, is a very modest man. He 
doesn’t get up and talk so you can see what he has done, the hours, 
gas and all of that, that he has spent in going about this State get- 
ting up these delinquent reports in getting a proper bond required 
by the North Carolina law, and getting them down there so that 
you can get your money. You would be surprised to know that al- 
though the law requires that report and bond filed prior to October 
31st, that it is just about three weeks ago that we received from a 
good sized town one of those reports, made out in handwriting of 
John Miller, with the bond accompanying it. John had to drive 
from Concord haif across the State, got together with the treasurer, 
and with his own pen and ink, with his own hand, had filed that 
report. You would be surprised to know that lying in our office 
today, although every one of the 1931 checks are already mailed 
out, they went in the mail on Monday morning, that we have from 
four to five now that are over a year old that have never sent in 
the proper papers in which to receive this, although they do have 
a treasurer. Prior to the last meeting in Statesville Mr. Miller, 
who does all of that work for the firemen in addition to what you 
know he does, he and I went in to talk to Mr. Boney. There were 
a number of towns that had not sent in those reports. At Mr. Mil- 
ler’s suggestion, Mr. Boney—although it might cost him $15,000 out 
of his own pocket, waived the law. He himself stood responsible 
financially to the State of North Carolina in order that these could 
go out so you could get your Firemen’s Relief Fund. Realizing the 
seriousness of that, I said to Mr. Bonuey that there ought to be 
some way that we would be able to get a blanket bond covering all 
of this, and eliminate some of this work here in this office. We sat 
there, Mr. Boney and I, and Mr. Miller too, and he said that if this 
Association should go on record as wanting it, Mr. Boney would 
arrange to have a blanket bond covering all of them so that on 
October thirty-first, 1932 every bond would be in there, every treas- 
urer would be bonded, and here would come your Firemen’s Relief 
Fund without a long wait, around the first of June, July, or Sep- 
tember. We discussed it, and we presented it. Mr. Miller recom- 
mended it in his Secretary’s report last year. Mr. Kesler made the 
Mr. Brown from Salisbury opposed it, all 


motion, or resolution, + 
in good faith, and your humble servant got out and explained what 


it was, and the Association adopted it unanimously. Acting on the 
unanimous adoption of this Association, Mr. Boney at his own ex- 
pense went to New York and arranged to put a bond into effect. 
It was covering you all and then he commenced getting letters from 
the different treasurers, the plan wouldn’t work unless it was one 
hundred per cent. It is impossible under present conditions, and 
therefore, although Mr. Boney and Mr. Miller had done all they 
could do in order to have the thing straightened out, the treasur- 
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ers of these various Relief Funds blocked the game and wouldn’t 
play marbles. Under that condition, Mr. Boney could not carry it 
out, because one hundred percent was necessary. He had to cancel 
that bond then to protect you, and wrote your treasurers a letter 
saying that he had cancelled that bond, and to put another bond 
into effect. 


Mr. Boney told me what he had done, and I thought if we could 
get to the fire chiefs of those towns that would do the work. I 
wrote all of the fire chiefs a letter, a copy of the letter was sent 
to the treasurers too, so that they would know about this magnifi- 
cent plan proposed here. The treasurer of the tate blocked it. 
That is all I know about it: I know that what Mr. Miller and Mr. 
Boney did was an effort to give you a fine working piece of machin- 
ery that would handle that bond proposition. The acts of the vari- 
ous treasurers throughout the State have blocked it. It is where 
it was, and has been all of the time. The law of North Carolina 
says that if that fire department puts that report and a satisfac- 
tory bond in the hands of the Insurance Commissioner prior to Oc- 
tober thirty-first, then he collects that money and sends it to you. 
Tf you don’t get that bond there by October thirty-first, then he col- 
lects that money, because the insurance company owes it to the fire- 
men. You not having filed your report, those checks are made out 
to the general fund, the State Relief Fund. 


That is the only thing that I can tell you. Mr. Boney did the 
best he could to eliminate that aggravating feature in Mr. Miller’s 
office. It causes a lot of delay in getting your checks out. He 
did the best he could, the treasurers said “no,” and it failed. Don’t 
leave it to the treasurers. Tell them that the report must be in 
there, the bond there, at least by October thirty-first. From Octob- 
er first to the thirty-first, I am going to write every chief whether 
he has sent in his bond or not to get it in there please by the thirty- 
first, or you have lost your Relief Fund. We have done the best we 
could to put that across. It won’t work. 


Chief Lassiter, Snow Hill: 


What do they do with our money, if we do lose it? I am go- 
ing to have mine there. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 


I am going to write you a letter, saying, “Dear Mark: get 
your bond and report in”, and I am going to write every other fire 
chief a letter. If you don’t get it in there, the report and the bond, 
and the bond satisfactory, by October thirty-first, then the insur- 
ance company is going to pay your money to the insurance com- 
missioner. You might want it, but you can’t have it. We take 
that money then, you not having sent in your report and bond, 
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and turn it right over to Mr. Chas. Schnibben, saying that Mark 
Lassiter of Snow Hill didn’t want it. Here it is, and all of the fire- 
men will have it. 


Chief Lassiter, Snow Hill: 


That is what I wanted to know. The firemen of North Caro- 
lina can’t lose it. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


If the report is not in by October thirty-first, your department 
is going to lose that check. The law says so. Mr. Boney stretches 
that law as far as he can. Mr. Miller has done the best for you 
_ that he can to make the firemen to deliver the goods. It is a funny 
thing. A man will get up in the middle of the night, leave a young 
bride, to fight fire, jump up half clad, in the middle of winter, and 
come right back home and let his Firemen’s Relief Fund go. He 
won’t write a letter about it. I have just about come to the con- 
clusion, that if a man can’t write a letter, he isn’t going to become 
a good fire chief. 


The firemen of North Carolina are not going to lose anything. 
If you don’t get it, your buddy is going to get it. You get those 
bonds in there by the middle of October, by October the eighth, in 
time for us to send them back to you. 


Secretary Miller: 


I want to correct one statement that you made, that it relieves 
my office from work. It doesn’t do that. There are two laws in 
the book there that Mr. Dan Boney has to comply with, as our In- 
surance Commissioner. The treasurers of these Funds of these 
towns who receive this Fund, there are two laws they have to com- 
ply with that are on the statute books. It doesn’t affect us as an 
organization. The law is that you must on or before the thirty- 
first day of October of each year file with the Insurance Commis- 
sioner a report showing your fire conditions in your town. There 
are the two sheets of paper (Holds them up), four pages, to fill out. 
Since I filled one out ten years ago I keep a copy of it and the next 
year I copy the same thing, no trouble to do it and get it there by 
the thirty-first. That is the first thing you have got to do. 


The next thing to do to get that money—you have an organ- 
ized Board of Trustees under the law. The law says that you must 
elect a treasurer and he must give bond. You have nothing to do 
with that. If you don’t comply you can’t criticize the North Caro- 
lina State Firemen’s Association. That is the law, and that is your 
duty. The North Carolina State Firemen’s Association does try to 


help you, by circularizing every department in September, telling 
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you to go to the treasurer of your town, see that the report is filed, 
sent to Mr. Boney’s office. The treasurer has a report there, sent 
by Mr. Boney’s office, it must be filled out. We have been trying 
to help you do that. I am going to say this to you on my own re- 
sponsibility as Chairman of our own local Fund, there is a lawyer, 
a cotton mill man and a fireman, and a banker. Only two of us 
are firemen, against three. We are receiving a twenty-five cent 
rate on our bond. I am going to say to you and declare to you 
that I am perfectly willing today to go back to my Board of Trus- 
tees and say to them that we will not continue under this twenty- 
five cent rate, but we are willing under Mr. Dan Boney’s proposi- 
tion in order to simplify matters and keep from having your treas- 
urer send down there each year to see if your bond premium is 
paid. We are willing to waive that right for the interest of the 
firemen of North Carolina, and we will pay hereafter a forty cent 
rate, because I believe in helping others who can’t get that rate. 
We will not be able to get that rate as soon as they get wise to it, 
the insurance interests are blocking us now. We are saying that 
we want to receive our little part of that bond premium you pay, 
and they say that we can have a higher rate. They can do that 
thing. For every fireman in North Carolina, the finest thing that 
we could do would be to have every one of them under one bond. 


Mr. Boone, Black Mountain: 


I am known as the shortest speaker on record at meetings of 
this kind. I want to tell you about a little incident that I think 
you will enjoy, and take back home with you. The subject was up 
a while ago, and I got very much frightened for fear that they 
would reduce our nine months’ school term to eight months. That 
came up in another meeting that I attended, all of the features 
about the expense of that school. Next morning the people were 
standing around on the street in little groups, discussing the meet- 
ing of the night before. One old fellow came up in a rush to the 
crowd that I was talking to, and said: “I was at the meeting last 
night, and it developed that it cost us over $700 to haul your chil- 
dren and mine over the hard surface roads here to the schools, to 
keep them from walking, and I want to ask you this: after you get 
them here, dump them out on the play ground, you pay a fellow 
one hundred and fifty dollars a month to stand around over that - 
playground to develop their legs and wind. I can’t figure it out 
folks.” Now, Mr. President, you told us here a while ago not to 
forget Frank Shaw’s Band, or that splendid aggregation of singers 
from Charlotte, and neither are we going to forget the splendid 
efficient work of the President and Secretary, and Sherwood Brock- 
well, incomparable as he is, nor the splendid hospitality that has 
been extended to us in this lovely city, nor the splendid spirit of 
comaradie met here from all parts of the State. I thank you. 
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Chief Burkett, Salisbury: 
I have a resolution that I would like to offer. (Reads) 


RESOLUTION 


Whereas, the Mortuary Fund, is created by calling assessments 
on the membership of the members who belong to the Firemen’s 
Fraternal Insurance Organization, and whereas there is now a 
balance in that fund of $39,030.78, and whereas there is now in 
this country a depressed need, to aid in every way possible to these 
fine fellows who belong, be it now resolved, that if it be found prac- 
ticable each and every fourth assessment be paid from the Reserve 
Fund during the coming year. 


President Whitley: 


We will be governed by what the majority says. Unless we 
have a reserve fund and a good one, we cannot go on with our in- 
surance. You all know as well as I do that any assessment com- 
pany has to have a tremendous reserve fund. The Executive Com- 
mittee, or the Insurance Department, pays now every fifth assess- 
ment, and has been doing it for some time, since the fund started. 
That fund should be worked up. We want to make it safe for 
those who have a policy in that department, and I would like to see 
the thing go on as it is until some future date when we have more 
reserve. You who are not connected directly with this and who 
are not familiar with its workings, and the different features, don’t 
quite understand I am sure. I had rather this thing should be 
stopped and let it go on until some future date. 


Chief Burkett, Salisbury: 


I will amend that motion and add, “if practical”. 


President Whitley: 


That would be better. We must safeguard the policy holders 
of this insurance feature. You can readily see how much that would 
pay off if we had an epidemic of some kind in our ranks. If we 
are called on to go on and pay every fourth assessment, our earning 
capacity will be taxed to the limit. I think that we ought to con- 
sider it just a little more and not bother that fund just at this 


time. 


Gentlemen, what is your -pleasure as to this resolution? 


Mr. Horney, High Point: | 


I make a motion that we table that resolution until some future 


time. 
>... this was seconded. . . 
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President Whitley: ; 

Gentlemen, it has been moved and seconded that this resolu- 
tion be tabled until some future date. All in favor say “aye”, all 
opposed “no”. Carried. 

Is there any unfinished business? Do you know of any Mr. 
Miller? Mr. Shaw? Mr. Brockwell? Mr. Horney? If not, the 
next thing in the order of business is the election of officers. 


Member: 


L move that all of the old officers be renominated. 
Mr. A. B. Horney, High Point: 


The gentleman didn’t get a a second to his motion, so I would 
like to make a motion that Mr. Frank Shaw be elevated to the posi- 
tion of President of this organization. He has served two years as 
Vice-President. I would like to see him elevated to the Presidency 
at this time. 


Mr. Fleishman: 
I secand that motion. 
President Whitley: 
I want to ask for that privilege myself. 
Mr. Fleishman: 
We can both second it. 
Chief Burkett, Salisbury:

President Whitley: 


It is a great pleasure for me to cast the unanimous vote of this 
convention for Mr. Frank D. Shaw, of Greensboro as President of 
this Association for the ensuing year. (Tremendous applause 


Mr. Frank Shaw, Greensboro: 


Brother Firemen: I have reached this morning the ambition of 
my life in this world. (Mr. Brockwell hands him a handkerchief— 
in a spirit of fun—to dry his eyes)’ That was from the bottom of 
my heart. I sat here this morning and as Sherwood Brockwell 
read the names of the men who laid the foundations of this organi- 
zation a period of forty-five years ago, it came to my mind that it 
was founded in Greensboro, North Carolina, my town, and on that 


spot from time to time this Association has met. I knew many of 
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these good men whose names he called. And then again my mind 
goes back twenty-six years ago to when I first entered this ser- 
vice and I want to say to you that the fire departments of North 
Carolina and you men have been the inspiration of my life. I, too, 
at this time, remember back at least twenty-four years ago, twenty- 
three years ago to be exact. Perhaps it was my first convention 
which I attended in Wilmington, and when I entered that door, look- 
ing upon that rostrum there were those great men; James McNeill, 
Colonel Borden, and all of those fellows. Little did I think at that 
time that I would be here this morning in my feeble way trying to 
fill their places. I say to you there have been many hardships that 
have passed by and in front of me and this organization since that 
time. And again I want to say that I have reached the top of the 
ladder. My only hope in this world is that you men will not have 
that rough and rugged road to travel that numbers of us have had 
to travel in the past. I stood here this morning and heard these 
wonderful reports, and well do I remember the conventions from 
time to time and making out those reports and finances so small 
that we were not able to meet the expenses of the convention prob- . 
ably. And now to think that this is one of the biggest pieces of 
oustanding work in the organization in North Carolina. I say to 
you that it makes me feel proud to become President of such a body 
of men as this. Oh, I have had it said to me from time to time, 
“Frank, what do you want to stay in the fire department for? Why 
don’t you get out in the world?” I say to you that when the time 
comes when I have to part from this body of men, God knows I 
don’t want to live here on earth another minute. (Tremendous ap- 


plause). 


That wonderful service over there this morning—I thought 
from time to time of all the organizations in which I belonged, but 
in all of them put together I have not as many friends and my 
heart is not there as much as in this organization. I love every 
man who says that he is a fireman, and I will divide every biscuit, 
every penny or anything else I have got with him. Iam not going 
to take any more of your good time here now. I have this one 
thought to leave with you now. Gentlemen, I am a brother fire- 
man that has been made president of your organization. I am 
just merely a hub up here. You brothers are the spokes and your 
help is necessary to cary this load. You have placed your confi- 
dence in me, and God knows that I hope that in my feeble way that 
I will be able to render a service to you at least one hundred times 
which you have placed in me. I cannot do that unless you broth- 
ers put your shoulders to this wheel and I am sure you will do it 


any decisions which I have to meet I want you to rest assured 


ae (Tremendous applause) 


that it is not for my benefit but for yours. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 
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This might be just a little bit out of place. I was out in Gran- 
ville County hunting and came across an old negro. We got to dis- 
cussing things, and as a parting shot I said, “Well, Uncle Ned, 
times are hard. They demand that every man does the very best 
that he knows how.” The old negro, being a devout member of the 
church, said, “Captain, times sure do demand that every man do 
the best he can. But in this world of ours there ain’t but one man 
that done the very best he can.” I was expecting some wonderful 
pastoral scripture or quotation, and with bowed head I asked, “‘Who 
was that?” He said, “It was a one-legged negro that got mixed up 
with a haunt one rainy night.’ I speak for my friend down in New 
Bern. He has made us a wonderful chief officer for the past two 
years. I want to ask that this convention stand as a tribute to Bob 
Whitley in the way of saying “Well done, thy good and faithful 
servant.” (Tremendous applause, and audience rises.) 


President Whitley: 


Boys, I surely do appreciate that. There isn’t any question 
about it. I have served you as best I could in my feeble way. I 
appreciate the honor of being President of this organization. Way 
back in 1909 when I first attended in Asheville a convention, I never 
dreamed then that I would be President of this organization. I 
reached that height and I am proud of it. I want to say to you 
that you have elected a man this morning that I have had the pleas- _ 
ure of associating with quite a few years, and you have done well. 
It is something that you will never regret. He is a man that will 
make you a wonderful President, a man that does not have to be a 
fireman, but his love for it is the only reason. I want you all to 
do for him as you have done for me, and I thank you very much. 
(Applause) 


Mr. J. M. O’Briant: 


Mr. President, I want to place in nomination for Vice President 
a man known by every member of this Association—Dr. Long of 
Graham. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 


I second the motion. 


Chief Burkett, Salisbury: 


In appreciation of the years of service and since he is consid- 
ered one of the best firemen that this Association has, it gives me 
great pleasure to nominate our own Henry Palmer for Vice-Presi- 
dent.

President Whitley: 
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What is your pleasure about the balloting? What is custo- 
mary?

President Whitley:

Secretary Miller: 


I am only going to call the roll as recorded here yesterday. If 
he was not here yesterday, or so marked present, his name will be 
omitted. (Calls roll) 


President Whitley: 
Will you announce the results, Mr. Farmer? 


Mr. Charlie Farmer: 
Chief Palmer, 201, and Chief Long, 67. 


Chief Long: 


Mr. President, and Fellow Firemen: I want to make an ex- 


planation and thank everyone of you from the bottom of my heart. 
I never asked for a vote in my life. I was never a candidate in my 
life. I have been serving a fire department all of my life since I 
was grown. I was approached by a leading fireman more than two 
years ago, and he said that in order to keep harmony in the fire 
department—in the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, 
we must bring out and put into office one volunteer fireman, and not 
put all of the officers from the pay departments. He pointed to 
me, but two years ago the officers were re-elected. He said that 
in order to keep harmony the volunteers should be recognized, and 
above all things you want harmony. When they wanted to run my 
name, it seemed like everybody was with me. I am out of it now 
forever. There is nothing for me to look forward to as being an 
officer of this Association, or for any other volunteer. I thank you. 


President Whitley: 

The result of the vote being two hundred and one for Chief 
Palmer, of Charlotte, and sixty-seven for Dr. Long, I declare Chief 
Palmer elected Vice President of the North Carolina State Fire- 


men’s Association, if there 1s no objection. 
The nominations for Secretary are next. 


Mr. Fleishman: 
I would like to nominate our beloved friend and comrade, Mr. 
John L. Miller. 


President Whitley:

Mr. John L. Miller: 


I thank you. 
President Whitley: 


My association with you during the past two years has dis- 
closed the fact to me that there is in my knowledge no man that 
has the interest of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
at heart any more than you have, and it gives me great pleasure 
to have you Secretary of this organization, and so cast the vote for 
you. 

Voices: 


Speech! Speech! 
Secretary Miller: 


Since 1900 I have seen this organization grow. I think it has 
-kept up with the progress of other material things in North Caro- 
lina. If we have had advancement in any one line of endeavor, I 
feel as if this organization has kept up with it. I say to you that 
I feel my inability to make a talk to you. I feel like maybe we 
have not progressed as much as we ought to have, and maybe I 
have not kept pace. I have tried to do so, therefore I want to say 
to you that with the kind of feeling you gentlemen have exhibited 
to me, I have endeavored for the last years to give you the best ser- 
vice that I know how. We have covered so many fields. I thank 
you boys. If there is anything about, I try not to miss it. J am 
here to serve you. You are paying us for that service. You have 
got a right to expect it, and we would like to have some construc- 
tive criticism, just criticism that would be for the upbuilding of 
this organization. Those looking after its interests would like to 
have a criticism of that kind. 


You have been so loyal to me. You have been so kind to me, 
that it won’t be necessary for me to say to you that I am fond of 
you and love you, love the work in which we are engaged and what 
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we are trying to do for you. I thank you heartily for the hearty 
cooperation that you men have exhibited to me in the last number 
of years while I have tried to be your servant. (Applause) 


President Whitley: 


Chief Palmer, I want to apologize to you for not recognizing 
you a while ago after the election. 


Chief Palmer, Charlottte: 


Mr. President, and Brother Firemen: I want to thank you for 
the compliment of electing me Vice President of this Association. 
Twenty-eight years ago I was a volunteer fireman, a call man, 
making fifty cents, I went too, ruining a suit of clothes practically 
every time I went. I know what a volunteer man has to contend 
with. You men who voted for Dr. Long, I think it was a fine thing. 
I am glad you did it. I might wish that every one of you had 
done so before this is over, because this is an important post here 
that you have elected me to fill, and I might fall down on it. Any 
time that my service can help you men, I want you to feel free to 
call-on me, and I will be glad to do it. (Applause) (Dr. Long goes 
up and shakes Mr. Pamler’s hand) 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 


I did something a few minutes ago that I have never done in a 
convention assembled, I asked for divine guidance while you were 
electing your Vice-President. This was after careful and prayerful 
consideration. You can take it for what it is worth. I was on my 
feet and standing here when Dr. Long shook Henry Palmer’s hand. 
I am glad he did. I am the man he referred to as urging him to 
run for Vice-President of this Association. Two years ago I was 
in Graham and as they always do in Graham, they asked me to come 
down and make a talk to the fire department. No man interested 
in a fire department could go to the Graham fire department and 
see them assembled, know their records for these number of years, 
the wonderfully fine feeling that exists in there without having the 
deepest admiration at heart for the volunteer fireman. While mak- 
ing that talk I became cognizant of the important part that the vol- 
unteer fire departments play in North Carolina, and the part that 
they have always played, and I hope always will play in the delib- 
erations of this convention. And I point to that sterling gentle- 
man there, that outstanding fireman of North Carolina, William S. 
Long, and I said to his company that I hoped to live to see William 
S. Long, Chief of your fire department, the volunteer fire depart- 
ment’s representative, in the Chair of our Association. And from 
that Dr. Long came last year with the full intention and with my 
full intention of doing what I could, but there was not a step up of 


officers. 


Today at your Memorial Service I learned that there were other 
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outstanding and valuable firemen of North Carolina, and that Henry 
Palmer would be presented to this Association for Vice-President. 
That was the first that I knew about that. He is a man that ranks 
high in the ranks of the firemen in North Carolina, and I think that 
in the time that he has had alloted to him that he has done more 
for the upbuilding of the fire departments in North Carolina than 
any man I know of, and I know that he will make you a fine officer. 
Now there was one thing that was terribly manifest in the voting. 
I know that in the bottom of my heart that Henry Palmer will not 
have a more ardent supporter than this sterling man, William Long, 
and I know that he will put his shoulder to the wheel and support 
Henry Palmer in every worthy undertaking that he takes up as 
Vice-President of this Association. All of you can’t be otherwise. 
But, did you get the same message that I did out of the roll call? 
You volunteer firemen—God bless you—who, without hope of mer- 
cenary reward of any kind, risking all, day by day, I know. I come 
to see you, with your apparatus, and your willing hand and open 
heart at all times. You simply refused to come into your conven- 
tion and express your voice on most any important subject. Now it 
must dawn on you every time you are racing out there on that race 
track, that it is going to be from a town of less than ten thou- 
sand. It must dawn on you that the vast majority of delegates 
voting, the voting strength of this organization, is made up of the 
volunteer firemen. Time and time again when your names were 
called in this convention, you were not here, or you did not answer. 
We could not hope to get two better men to run for any office in 
this Association than William Samuel Long and William Henry Pal- 
mer. You have voiced your idea, and you have elected William 
Henry Palmer, but so long as the volunteer firemen do not stay in 
the convention long enough to vote, then let’s not have any hard 
feelings because a volunteer man does not receive the office. And 
today is not always. There are going to be some more elections, 
there will be some more Presidents. And two years from now Wil- 
liam Samuel Long’s name is going to be presented to this conven- 
tion here. He may not receive a single vote save one, but he is 
going to get that. If you decide to get on—fine. Let’s not leave 
this hall without an avowed purpose that there will be no class dis- 
tinction. It isn’t, and can’t be. A lack of interest is hard for your 
officers to overcome. The answer to that is in your own attention 
to your own business. Let’s not leave this hall thinking that this 
convention has done anything unfair, we haven’t. You must come 
in here. 


Doctor, again, from the bottom of my heart, let me thank you 
for shaking Henry Palmer’s hand. Let’s tell the boys that every- 
thing is lovely, the goose hangs high, and as long as Henry Palmer 
is your Vice-President or your President, take it from me that the 
volunteer firemen will receive just as fair treatment as they would 
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have if their champion, Dr. Long, was elected. This is an impor- 
tant office. I beg your pardon for talking to you so long. 


President Whitley: 
Gentlemen, the next office is that of treasurer. 
Member: 


I would like to place in nomination the same treasurer that we 
have got, Charlie Schnibben. 
-.. Lhis was seconded. . . 


Member: 


I move that the nominations be closed, and that the Secretary 
be instructed to cast the unanimous vote of this convention for 
Charlie Schnibben as Treasurer of this organization for the ensu- 
ing year. 

. . . This was seconded, and carried... 


Secretary Miller: 


I hereby cast the unanimous vote of this convention for Charlie 
Schnibben as Treasurer of this organization, to succeed himself. 
(Applause) 


Treasurer Schnibben: 


Mr. President, and Gentlemen of the Convention: I thank you 
one and all for your confidence in me. I will try to have the rec- 
ords and cash and all investments as good, and I hope a little bet- 
ter, next year, for your finances, than they were this year. I thank 


you all. (Applause) 


President Whitley: 

The next in order is the Statistician. I want to say to you fel- 
lows that I intended to say earlier that our Statistician was called 
home yesterday. I didn’t get the sense of the call other than it was 
urgent. He told me it would be impossible for him to appear here 
today, that he appreciated the honor bestowed on him, and that he 
was still with the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


Mr. Fleishman: 

I nominate Charlie Harris as Statistician of this organization 
for the coming year. I have seconded the nomination of everybody 
that has been elected here this morning. 


Member: 

I move that the nominations be closed, and that the President 
cast the unanimous vote of this organization for Charlie Harris as 
Statistician of this organization for the coming year. 

_.. This was seconded and carried... 


President Whitley: 
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I declare Charlie Harris the Statistician of this organization 
for the ensuing year. 


I want to present to our newly elected President the emblem of 
authority—the gavel. But before I do that, there is one thing that 
I want to do. We have an old fireman, whom Sherwood Brockwell 
has several times called young, and we have all addressed him as a 
young man. He is ill, or feeble, and almost blind. I would like to 
ask this Association to wire him their regrets at not being present 
and expressing our hopes for his good health in the future. I make 
that motion. He is Press Harper, of Kinston. 


Mr. Sherwood Brockwell: 


I would like to amend your motion by making a motion to the 
effect that the Association send to our beloved member, President 
Emeritus of the Eastern Carolina Firemen’s Association, Pressly G.

The big man can take care of himself, but God bless the 
little man. If there is anything in my power that I can do for the 
little or smaller departments, that is where my heart shall be.

When you come to the fairness of the 
thing many men voted that have no right to vote. It is mighty 


nice indeed to have these invitations. The convention is proud of 
that fact. 


It has been stated here that we all want to be fair. Now every- 
body that has a right to vote and wants to go to Salisbury, rise. (A 
large number rise.) 


All of you who want to go to Morehead City rise. (A smaller 
number rise.) I think that settles it. Let’s go to Salisbury. 


President Shaw: 


We have got some nice races to be held, some reel races, and 
truck races. They inform me that the races start tomorrow morn- 
ing, at nine o’clock, and the wagon races afterwards. Is Mr. Miller 
here?

FINAL ADJOURNMENT 
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An Act to Incorporate the North Carolina 


State Firemen’s Association 


Be it Enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Assembly Convened: 


Section 1. That C. D. Benbow, J. G. Fowler, H. J. Elam, A. T. 
Boyd, C. F. Thomas, J. R. Donnell, Charles Whittington and S. D. 
Wilson, of Greensboro; J. D. McNeill, of Fayetteville; J. T. Thack- 
er, W. F. Keith, S. A. Sink, C. D. Snipes, F. H. Vogler, F. C. 
Meinung, of Winston-Salem; E. B. Englehard, T. W. Blake, F. H. 
Lumsden and F. Brannon, of Raleigh; H. E. Heartt, of Durham; 
J. B. Swinson, of Charlotte, and such other persons as are asso- 
ciated with them, and their successors be, and they hereby are con- 
stiuted a body politic and corporate by the name of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and may by that name sue 
and be sued and prosecute and defend suits in all courts in the 
State and may have and use a common seal, and alter the same 
at pleasure. May take contracts and be capable in law of pur- 
chasing, holding and conveyting any real or personal estate for the 
benefit of said Association or corporation, provided, the said cor- 
poration shall not any time hold real or personal state of greater 
amount than ten thousand ($10,000) dollars. 


Section 2. The purpose for which said Association is organ- 
ized is: The protection and promotion of the best interests of 
the firemen of North Carolina, the compilation of fire statistics, 
the collection of information concerning the practical workings of 
different systems of organizations, the examination and inquiries 
concerning the merits of the different kinds of apparatus in use 
and the improvements in the same, the cultivation of a fraternal 
fellowship between the different companies of the State. 


Section 8. Said Association or corporation shall have power to 
appoint officers, hold meetings, adopt Constitution and enact such 
By-Laws in such manner as their Constitution may prescribe, and 
make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the objects and aims of the Association; provided, that such 
Constitution and By-Laws, rules and regulations be not repugnant 
to the Constitution of the State and of the United States. 


Section 4, That this act shall be in force from and after its 
ratification. 


Ratified the 11th day of March, A. D., 1889.

PREAMBLE 


We, the members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
Pi stion, in order to form a more perfect organization, establish har- 
mony of action, insure prosperity and promote the best interests 
of the Firemen of North Carolina, and compile statistics of infor- 
mation Poavernine: the practical working of various systems and 
the merits of the different apparatus in use for the extinguishing 
of fires, also the cultivation of fraternal fellowship between the 


several Fire Departments of the State do, here establish the fol- 


lowing Constitution and By-Laws. 
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RULES OF ORDER 


1. The presiding officer shall preserve order and decorum; all 
questions of order shall be decided by him, subject to an appeal of 
the Association. 


2. Every member when he speaks shall rise, standing in his 
place, addressing the presiding officer, and shall omit personalities 
and confine himself to the questions under debate. 


3. When two or more members shall rise at once, the presid- 
ing officer shaii name the one who shall speak first. 


4, A member when called to order shall immediately sit down 
unless permitted to explain by the Chair. If there be no appeal, 
the decision shall be conclusive. 


5. Every delegate shall vote, unless excused by the Associa- 
tion, but no delegate shall vote on any question in which he shall 
have a direct individual or pecuniary interest, and the President 
shall only vote in case of a tie. 


6. The ayes and nays shall be taken and entered upon the 
minutes of the Association, if required by three delegates. 


7. All business not provided for in these By-Laws shall be 
transacted according to the parliamentary rules that govern delib- 
erate bodies. No less than the representative of five companies 
shall constitute a quorum. 
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FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND 


ARTICLE 1—STATE APPROPRIATIONS 


6056—Annual Appropriation 


The sum of two thousand five hundred dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated annually and shall constiute a “Firemen’s Relief Fund.” 


6057—Payment by State Treasurer. 

The treasurer of the state shall pay the amount constituting 
the firemen’s relief fund on the warrant of the auditor, one-fourth 
to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s 
Association, properly chartered by law, and three-fourths to the 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation shall give bond, and the Association shall disburse the 
funds in the same manner and under the same rules as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. i : 


6058—Application of Fund 


The money so paid into the hands of the treasurer of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be known and remain 
as the “Firemen‘s Relief Fund” of North Carolina, and shall be 
used as a fund for the relief of firemen, members of such associa- 
tion, who may be injured or rendered sick by disease contracted in 
the actual discharge of duty as firemen, and for the relief ofan 
widows, children, and if there be no widow or children, then de- 
pendent mothers of such firemen killed or dying from disease so 
contracted in such discharge of duty; to be paid in such manner 
and in such sums to such individuals of the classes herein named 
and described as may be provided for and determined upon in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and by-laws of said association, and 
such provisions and determinations made pursuant to said consti- 
tution and by-laws shall be final and conclusive as to the persons 
entitled to benefits and as to the amount of benefit to be received, 
and no action at law shall be maintained against said Association 
to enforce any claim or recover any benefit under this article or 
under the constitution and by-laws of said Association; but if any 
officer or commitee of said Association omit or refuse to perform 
any duty imposed upon him or them, nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to prevent any proceedings against said officer or 
committee, to compel him or them to perform such duty. No 
fireman shall be entitled to receive any benefit under this section 
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until the Firemen’s Relief Fund of this city or town shall have been 
exhausted. 
6059—Treasurer to File Report and Give Bond 


The Treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion shall make a detailed report to the state treasurer of the year- 
ly expenditures of the appropriation under this chapter on or be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, showing the total amount of money 
in his hands at the time of the filing of the report, and shall give 
a bond to the State of North Carolina with good and sufficient 
sureties to the satisfaction of the treasurer of the State of North 
Carolina in a sum not less than the amount of money on hand 
as shown by said report. . 


6060—Who Shall Participate in the Fund 
The line of duty entitling one to participate in the fund shall 
be so construed as to mean actual fire duty only, and any actual 
duty connected with the fire department when directed to perform 
the same by an officer in charge. 


6061—Who May Become Members 

Any organized Fire Company in North Carolina, holding itself 
ready for duty may, upon compliance with the requirements of said 
constitution and by-laws become a member of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association, and any firemen of good moral char- 
acter in North Carolina, and belonging to an organized fire com- 
pany who will comply with the requirements of the constitution 
and by-laws of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
may become a member of said association. 

6062—Applied to Members of Regular Fire Company 

The provisions of this chapter shall apply to any fireman who 
is a member of a regularly organized fire company, and is a mem- 
ber in good standing of the North Carolina State Fremen’s Asso- 
ciation. 


ARTICLE 2—FUND DERIVED FROM FIRE INSURANCE 
COMPANIES 


6063—Fire Insurance Companies to Report Premiums Collected. 

Every fire insurance company, corporation or association do- 
ing business in any corporated town or city in North Carolina 
that has, or may hereafter have, a regularly organized fire de- 
partment under the control of the mayor and city council or other 
governing body of said town or city, and which has in serviceable 
condition for fire duty apparatus and equipment amounting in 
value to one thousand dollars or more and which enforces the fire 
laws to the satisfaction of the insurance commissioner shall return 
to the insurance commissioner of the state of North Carolina a 
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just and true account of all premiums collected and received from 
all fire insurance business done within the corporate limits of 


such towns and cities during year ending December thirty-first, or 
such portion thereof as they may have transacted such business 
in such towns and cities. Such companies, corporations, or as- 
sociations shall make said returns within sixty days from and af- 
ter the thirty-first day of December of each year. 


6064—Tax on Receipts For Premiums 


Every fire insurance company, corporation or association as 
aforesaid shall, within seventy-five days from December thirty- 
first of each year, deliver and pay to the state insurance commis- 
sioner the sum of fifty cents out of and from every one hundred 
dollars, and at that rate, upon the amount of all premiums written 
on fire and lightning policies covering property situated within 
the corporated limits of such towns and cities during the year 
ending December thirty-first in each year, or for such portion of 
each year as said company, corporation, or association shall have 
done business in said towns and cities. 
6065—Insurance Commissioner to Investigate Returns and Collect 


Tax 


Every such company, corporation, or association shall make 
accurate returns of all business done, both on fire and lightning 
insurance, covering property situated within the limits of such 
towns and cities; and in case any fraud, misrepresentation, or mis- 
take of any returns, as provided for in this article, be apparent, 
it shall be the duty of the insurance commissioner to investigate 
such returns and collect the amount which he shall find to be 


due. 
6066—Penalty For Failure to Pay Tax 


Every fire insurance company, association, or corporation 
aforesaid which shall knowingly or wilfully fail or neglect to re- 
port or pay over any of the money due on premiums as afore- 
said, at the times and in the manner specified in this article, or 
shall be found upon examination to have made a false return of 
pusinesss done by them, shall for each offense forfeit and pay the 
sum of three hundred dollars for the use and benefit of the fire 
department of such town or city, to be recovered in a civil action 
in the name of the town or city. 


6067—Insurance Commissioner to Pay Fund to Treasurer 


The insurance commissioner shall deduct the sum of five per 
cent from the money so collected from the insurance companies, 
corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, and pay the same over 
to the treasurer of the State Firemen’s Association for general 
purposes and the remainder of the money so collected from the

insurance companies, corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, 
doing business in the several towns and cities in the state having, 
or that may hereafter have organized fire department as provided 
in this article, said insurance commissioner shall pay to the treas- 
urer of each town or city to be held by him as a separate and dis- 
tinct fund, and he shall immediately pay the same to the treasurer 
of the local board of trustees upon his election and qualification, 
for the use of the board of trustees of the firemen’s local relief 
fund in each town or city, composed of five members, residents of 
said city or town as hereinafter provided for, to be used by them 
for the purpose as named in section 6069. ; 


6068—Trustees Appointed; Organization 


In each town or city complying with and deriving benefits from 
the provisions of this article there shall be appointed annually in 
January, a local board of trustees, known as the trustees of the 
firemen’s relief fund, to be composed of five members, two of 
whom shall be named by the members of the local fire department, 
two by the mayor and board of aldermen or other local governing 
body, the remaining member by the State insurance commissioner, 
all to hold office for two years or until their successors are ap- 
pointed, and to serve without pay for their service. They shall 
immediately after appointment organize by electing from their 
members a chairman and a secretary and treasurer, which two last 
positions may be held by the same person. The treasurer of said 
board of trustees shall give a good and sufficient bond in a sum 
equal to the amount of moneys in his hands, to be approved by the 
insurance commissioner, for the faithful and proper discharge of 
the duties of his office. 


6069—Disbursement of Fund By Trustees 


The board of trustees shall have entire control of the funds 
derived from the provisions of this article, and shall disburse the 
funds only for the following purposes: 

1. To safeguard any fireman in active service: from financial 
loss occasioned by sickness contracted or injury received while in 
the performance of his duties as a fireman. 

2. To provide a reasonable support for those actually de- 
pendent upon the services of any fireman who may lose his life in 
the fire service of his town, city or state, either by accident or 
from disease contracted or injury received by reason of such ser- 
vice. The amount is to be determined according to the earning 
capacity of the deceased. 

3. To safeguard any fireman who has honorably served for a 
period of five years in the fire service of this city or town from 


ever becoming an inmate of any almshouse or actually dependent 
upon charity. 
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4. To provide for the payment of any fireman’s assessment 
in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of North 
Carolina, if the board of trustees find as a fact that said fireman 
is unable to pay the said assessment by reason of disability. 
6070—Trustees to Keep Account and File Report; Effect of Failure 

The board of trustees shall keep a correct account of all 
moneys received and disbursed by them, and shall at the annual 
meeting of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association render 
an itemized statement of the same, for publication in the annual 
report, a copy of which report shall be made annually to the state 
insurance commissioner; and in case any board of trustees in any 
of the towns and cities benefitted by this article shall neglect or 
fail to perform their duties, or shall willfully misappropriate the 
funds entrusted to their care, or shall neglect or fail to report at 
the annual meeting at the state association, then the insurance 
commissioner shall withhold any and all further payments to said 
board of trustees, or their successors, until the matter has been 
fully investigated by an official of the State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, and adjusted to the satisfaction of the state insurance com- 
missioner. Should such payments be unadjusted for a period of 
fifteen months from the time when such payments would other- 
wise have been made then the insurance commissioner shall pay 
over the said amount to the treasurer of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association and shall constitute a part of the firemen’s 
relief fund. 


6071—Municipal Clerk to Certify List of Fire Companies; Effect 
of Failure 
The clerk of any city, town or village or other municipal cor- 
poration having an organized fire department shall, on or before 
the 31st day of October in each year, make and file with the in- 
surance commissioner his certificate, stating the existence of such 
department, the number of steam, hand or other engines, hook and 
ladder trucks and hose carts in actual use, the number of organ- 
ized companies, and the system of water supply in use for such 
departments, together with such other facts as the insurance com- 
missioner may require, on a blank to be furnished by him. If the 
certificate required by this section is not filed with the insurance 
commissioner on or before October thirty-first in any year, the 
city, town or village so failing to file such certificate shall forfeit 
the payment next due to be paid to said board of trustees, and the 
insurance commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treas- 
urer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same 
shall constitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund. 


6072—Fire Departments To Be Members of State Association And 
Send Delegate To Meeting 
For the purpose of supervision and as guaranty that the pro- 
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visions of this article shall be honestly administered in a business 
like manner, it is provided that every department enjoying the 
benefits of this law shall be a member of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, send at least one accredited delegate to the 
annual meeting of said association and comply with its constitu- 
tion and by-laws. If the fire department of any city, town or vil- 
lage shall fail to send at least one delegate to the annual meeting 
of the State Firemen’s Association and otherwise fails to comply 
with the constitution and by-laws of said Association said city, 
town or village shall forfeit its right to the next annual payment 
due from the funds mentioned in this article, and the insurance 
commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treasurer of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same shall con- 
stitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund: Provided, however, that 
the failure of any department to have a delegate or representative 
present at the annual meeting of the association shall not have 
such effect if in the opinion of a majority of the Executive Com- 
mittee of said association such delegate or representative had a 
valid excuse for his failure so to attend. 


6073—No Discrimination on Account of Color 

Inasmuch as there are in a number of towns and cities of this 
state fire companies composed exclusively of colored men, it is ex- 
pressly provided that the local board of trustees shall make no 
discrimination on account of color in the payment of benefits. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall 
pay to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Fire- 
men’s Association one-sixth of the funds arising from the five per 
cent. paid him by the insurance commissioner each year, to be used 
by said North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Association for 
general purposes. 

Section 2. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That this act shall be in force and effect from and 
after its ratification. 


In the General Assembly, read three times and ratified, this 
21st day of February, 1925. 


AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION 6063 OF THE CONSOLIDATED 
STATUTES RELATING TO THE FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


The General Assembly of North Carolina do enact: 

Section 1. That section six thousand sixty-three of the 
Consolidated Statutes be amended by striking out the word 
“incorporated” in line two (2) thereof, after the word “any” and 
before the word “town”. 

Section 2. That, this act be in force and effect from a and 
after its ratification. 


Section 8. Ratified this the 19th day of March, A. D. 1929. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Article I 


Section 1. This organization shall be known as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


Article II 
Section 1. The officers of this Association shall consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and Statistician, 
and they shall constitute the Executive Committee and will hold 
their respective offices for one year, or until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified. 
Article III 


Section 1. The members of the Association shall consist of the 
several Chiefs and Assistant Chiefs of the Fire Departments, Fire 
Marshals, Superintendents of Fire Alarm, Superintendents of 
Waterworks, Buildings and Electric Inspectors, and each regular 
organized Fire Company in the several Fire Departments of the 
State; said persons and companies complying with the provisions 
of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, and all in- 
vidual members of such fire companies, who comply with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, shall, 
also, by virtue of their membership of such companies, be members 
of this Association for the purpose of participating in the benefits 
of this Association, and the funds disbursed by it, so long as said 
company remains a member of the Association, and no longer. 
But should any member fail to pay his per capita tax, when called 
for, and in accordance with the By-Laws of the Association he 
shall be debarred from the privileges of this Association. 


Section 2. Any member injured or made sick by disease con- 
tracted in the actual discharge of his duty as a Fireman, shall 
be entitled to the benefits from the “Firemen’s Relief Fund” of 
this Association, as set forth and contained in the By-Laws of 
said Association; and should death result from such injury or 
sickness the widow, if any, of such deceased fireman shall receive 
such an amount and for such purposes as is set forth and con- 
tained in the By-Laws of this Association, and in case there is 
no widow, then the company of which such deceased fireman was 
a member shall receive such an amount and for such purposes 
as is set forth and contained in the By-Laws: of this Association. 


Section 3. Every person or company eligible and desiring to 
become a member of this Association shall make application to 
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the Secretary, and at the same time pay to him the prescribed 
membership fee, and thereupon, if such applicant or company be 
eligible he or such company shall become a member of this Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 4. All companies represented in this Association must 
be in full accord and in good standing in the Fire Department of 
the city, town or village where they are located, and if at any 
time they are not so, they shall forfeit all rights to membership 
in this Association, and companies that do not affiliate with the 
fire department of the city, town or village where they are located 
shall not be entitled to membership in this Association. 


Article IV 


Section 1. The annual meetings of the Association shall be 
held at such place as the Association shall select, if said Associa- 
tion selects such place, and if not, then the Executive Committee 
shall select the time of holding all annual meetings of the Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 2. A failure to hold any annual meeting at the time 
designated in the Constitution shall in no wise AES: a dissolution 
of the Association. 


Section 3. The Executive Committee shall meet at such time 
and place as they may decide, on a call of the President or a 
majority of said Committee. 


Article V 


Section 1. If any vacancy shall occur by reason of death, 
resignation or otherwise of any of the officers of this Association, 
such vacancy shall be filled by the Executive Committee for the 
unexpired term for which said officer was elected. 


Article VI 


Section 1. This Association shall have the power to~alter, 
amend, repeal or revise this Constitution and the By-Laws by a 
two-thirds vote of the members of the Association present entitled 
to vote; provided the proposed amendment shall have been sub- 
mitted in writing at a previous meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 
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By-Laws 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Article I 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside 
over the meetings of the Association and to counter-sign all orders, 
warrants or vouchers duly granted by the: Association, Executive 
Committee or other officer of the Association. He shall receive 
$250.00 compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by 
warrant on the Treasurer issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to per- 
form all the duties of the President in his absence. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a com- 
plete record of all the proceedings of the Association; to receive 
and answer all communications pertaining to the Association; to 
keep a roster of the names of the different companies composing 
the Association and the individual members thereof; to collect the 
membership fee and the per capita tax, and to pay the same over 
to the Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor; and to issue all 
warrants and vouchers for the payment of all moneys expended 
by the Association or any o*‘icer thereof. He shall execute a 
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars to this Association for 
security of all funds in his hands to be approved by and filed 
with the President. All property, books and records in the hands 
of the Secretary, are and shall remain the property of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. He shall receive $600.00 
compensation as annual salar. to be paid quarterly by warrant 
on Treasurer, issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the 


President. 


Section 4. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys collected 
by the Secretary and give a receipt to him for the same; to collect 
and receive annually from the State Treasurer the amount appro- 
priated by the Legislature for the Firemen’s Relief Fund; to col- 
lect and receive from the Insurance Commissioner the five per cent 
of the money collected from the Insurance Companies as prescribed 
by law in Section 6067 of the Consolidated Statutes of North Caro- 
lina. He shall disburse no moneys except on order issued by the 
Secretary and counter-signed by the President. At the annual 
meetings of the Association he shall make a full report of all the 
moneys received and disbursed by him. He shall execute a bond 
to the State of North Carolina as prescribed by law, which bond 
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shall be approved by and filed with the Treasurer of the State of 
North Carolina, and shall make a detailed report of the said Treas- 
urer of the State of North Carolina of the yearly expenditures of 
the Firemen’s Relief Fund. He shall, also, execute a bond in 
the sum of Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars to this Associa- 
tion for the security of the General Fund, to be approved by the 
President and filed with the Secretary of this Association. All 
property, books and records in the hands of the Treasurer are, and 
shall remain the property of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. He shall receive $200.00 compensation as annual 
salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant on the Treasurer issued 
by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Statistician to correctly 
compile the statistics of each village and city in the State of all 
matters pertaining to the fire service, annually correcting the 
previous reports, which shall include everything of interest to our 
firemen, and to be so arranged as to be comprehensive in every 
detail. The expenses of all printing, printed matter and postage 
necessary in sending for and receiving such information shall be 
paid by the Association. He shall receive $75.00 compensation as 
annual salary, to be paid annually by warrant on the Treasurer 
issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
have published the proceedings of the Association; to transact 
all business of the Association during the times intervening be- 
tween the annual meetings of said Association; to advise the 
Treasurer in the management of all funds of the Association. At 
all meetings of the Executive Committee a majority of the com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum, and a majority of such quorum 
may determine all questions and transact all business the same as 
if all the said committee were present. 


Section 7. The expenses of the President when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of the Association, to be 
incurred at his discretion, shall be paid upon warrant issued by 
the Secretary and counter-signed by the President, and the ex- 
penses of the other officers of the Association when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of said Association shall 
likewise be paid upon warrant issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 8. All moneys expended under this Article shall be 
paid out the General Fund of this Association, and not from the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. Provided, that the salary of the Treasur- 
er and printing of the minutes each year may be paid out of the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. 
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MEMBERSHIP 
Article II 


Section 1. Each fire company shall pay a membership fee of 
Five Dollars, and each Fire Chief, Assistant Chief, Fire Marshal, 
Superintendent of Fire Alarm, Superintendent of Waterworks, 
Building and Electric Inspectors, shall pay an annual fee of One 
Dollar, and all other members an annual fee of Fifty Cents each. 

Section 2. The annual fees above mentioned shall be paid on, 
or before the first day of January of each. and every year, in ad- 
vance for the insuing year. And all members who fail to comply 
with this provision shall, thereon and by reason of such failure, 
cease to be members of this Association, and cannot again become 
members of this Association except by new application, made in 
regular form, and paying the prescribed fee for membership. 

Section 8. Any individual or company, members of this Asso- 
ciation who, at any time fail to act in a gentlemanly manner, may 
upon charges brought before the Association be expelled from said 
Association by a majority vote of the membershirp. 


Section 4. Any Honorary Fireman may, upon the payment of 
the annual fees, become a member of the Association, with all 
rights and privileges of any other member, except such Honorary 
Firemen shall not participate in the Firemen’s Relief Fund. 


SICK AND DEATH BENEFITS 
Article III 


Section 1. Any member of this Association injured or made 
sick by disease contracted in the actual discharge of his duties as 
a fireman shall be entitled to the benefits from the Firemen’s Re- 
lief Fund” of this Association, as follows: At the rate of $4.00 
per day while totally unable to attend to his ordinary business by 
reason of such injury or sickness for a period not exceeding one 
hundred days; but the Executive Committee may extend such 
benefits for good cause shown to the next annual meeting of the 
Association next after the expiration of the said period of one 
hundred days, and the Association at said annual meeting will, 
at its pleasure, determine the time for which such benefits may be 
received; and in case of death for such injury or sickness, this 
Association shall pay to the widow of the deceased $300.00 for 
funeral expenses, and should the deceased have no widow, this 
amount shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Company of which 
the deceased was a member to be used by said Company to defray 
his funeral expenses. Provided that no fireman shail be entitled 
to receive any benefits under this section until. the local Fireman’s 
Relief Fund of his city or town shall have been exhausted. 

Section 2. The Chief or Acting Chief shall certify before a 
Magistrate, Notary Public or other officer authorized to administer 
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oaths on blank form published by the Secretary of this Association, 
accompanied by a certificate of the attending physician, said 
certificate to be made on a blank furnished by the Secretary of 
this Association. 


Section 3. Applications for benefits shall be made to the Sec- 
retary in compliance with the form to be furnished by the Sec- 
retary for that purpose, and shall be made within thirty days 
after receiving the injury or contracting the disease complained 
of; but said time for making said application may be extended by 
the Executive Committee for good cause shown. 


Section 4. The action of this Association upon all questions 
that may arise as to granting or refusing relief and benefits, both 
as to the amount thereof and the person claiming, and upon all 
questions relating to the right or claim of membership, shall be 
final and conclusive, and the action of the Executive Committee 
upon said questions shall in like manner be final and conclusive 
until the same be changed by the Association at its annual meet- 
ing's. 
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RULES GOVERNING Hose COMPANIES 


HAND REEL CONTEST 
Two To Enter 


Sixteen men and a foreman allowed. 

Reel to carry not less than 148 feet of standard two and one- 
half inch hose to be connected on the start as when ready for duty 
to fires (three full threads) to run 100 yards, unreel not les than 
98 feet of hose, attach same to plug, screw pipe to hose (any size 
nozzle), throw water in quickets time. Water to show opposite 
or beyond the hyrant, or company shall be ruled out. The plug 
must be closed at the time of the company starting on the run, 
and shall be opened by the wrenchman. No straps or snap coup- 
lings allowed. 

No company shall be allowed to assist another. In the run 
each company is required to furnish a roll of its members to the 
Secretary of the Association on the morning after the first day, 
as early as possible. Fifteen minutes will be allowed. Each com- 
pany failing to start within that time shall be ruled out. Two 
entries required. No one allowed inside the ropes except the com- 
pany making the run. The company making the best time wins 
the first prize. No company allowed to enter more than one 


team. 
GRAB RACE CONTEST 


Company to run 50 yards, grab reel and run 50 yards to plug, 
unreel not less than 48 feet of hose, attach same to plug and throw 
water—drag rope to be put up or down (optional with company) 
Plug must be closed when company starts to run same as Reel Con- 
tests. Couplings to be broken opposite or beyond plug. Should 
butt or nozzle blow off, company be ruled out. 


HORSE REEL RACE 


Two To Enter 


Companies allowed the use of any four-wheeled Hose Carriage 
or Wagon, either one or two-horse, to carry not less than 250 feet 
standard two and one-half inch natural unstretched hose. Carriage 
or Wagon to be weighed; weight for one horse not less than 1,000 
pounds, exclusive of driver and men; the driver, buttman and 
coupling breaker shall ride on Carriage or Wagon, horse or horses 
to be hitched to hose Carriage and Wagon and to be given a moving 
start of 50 yards behind the actual starting line. The starting 


7 ; 
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to be so located as to be a 200-yard run for horse to hydrant, 
where company is to unreel. Time to be taken when front wheels 
of wagon pass over the starting line until water shows, unreel not 
less than 250 feet of hose, breaking couplings and attach pipe and 
show water. Water must show within 50 of the 250-foot line; 
hose to be reeled on carriage or placed on wagon, connected with 
three full threads. The plug must be closed at the time of the 
company starting and cannot be opened until hose is first started 
to be unreeled. Companies allowed five men in addition to those 
who ride, and can be placed in such positions as desired. Time 
taken from the first signal until water shows. If butt, or pipe 
blows off company shall be ruled out and hose must be let go be- 
fore pressure is taken off. Where ballast is used the certificate 
must show the kind of ballast and weight of same. 


OTHER EVENTS 


One Hundred Yard Foot Race 


Men to run 100 yards. Two men to be selected by the captain 
of each company. The one making the best time wins the prize. 


General Rules. 


All contestants will be required to take part in the parade, un- 
less excused for satisfactory reasons, same to be made in writing. 


In no case will a second trial be allowed. 
Each company’s run will be decided by lot. 
Captains will select all judges on the morning of the contest. 


All competing companies must furnish the judges with viele of 
apparatus—to be weighed on city scales. 


Companies wishing couplings—city Standard, eight threads to 
the inch—will be furnished with the same on application to the 
Chief of Fire Department. 


Hose will be furnished on the day of contest, if desired. 


No person will be allowed to enter any of the contests unless he 
is a bona fide member of the company with which he enters. 


N. B.—Judges must be governed by the rules, as no changes 
will be allowed under any circumstances.

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Rules Governing Motor Contest at Fay- 


etteville Convention and Tourna- 
ment 1920. 


Rule 1. Contest shall be to test the efficiency of the men, and 
not for speed of truck. 


Rule 2. Team shall consist of not more than 8 men, one of 
whom shall be captain. Team to be sub-divided into 2 sub-teams, 
one for Hose contest and one for the Chemical contest. The 
Hose team to consist of 1 wrenchman, 1 buttman, 1 slack-puller, 1 
coupling-breaker and 1 nozzleman. The Chemical team to consist 
of 2 laddermen and one climber—three men; total eight men. 


Rule 3. Truck shall be furnished by the city where Tourna- 
ment is to be held. Same truck to be used by all teams alike. A 
competent chauffer to be furnished by the city, to drive for all 
alike. He shall be sworn to give as near as is humanly possible the 
same start, the same speed and same finish to all teams alike. 


Rule 4. Truck to start from a standstill with men on truck, 
from a point not less than 200 yards from hydrant; to run with 
fair speed to all, breaking string that sounds starting gong going 
at hydrant, 100 feet from hydrant and pass hydrant and come to 
a full stop opposite the ladder-shed, which shall be erected on the 
opposite side of the street, 100 feet beyond the hydrant. (Hydrant 
to be on left, ladder-shed to be on right. 


Rule 5. Men to jump from truck, remove cap, connect hose to 
hydrant lay two sections of hose, break coupling, attach nozzle and 
show water at nozzle. The Chemical men to unship ladder, place 
same against ladder shed; the climber to mount same and touch 
bell on ladder-shed with his chemical nozzle. Bell to be erected 
on ladder-shed 14 feet from pavement to the center of bell. Ladder 
to be standard twelve foot truck ladder. 


Rule 6. There shall be two sets of timers, one for the Hose 
contest, and one for the Chemical contest. Hose contest shall be 
WET, the chemical contest to be DRY. Time shall be taken by 
both sets of timers at the sound of the starting gong—until water 
shows at nozzle for the Hoseman, and from the touch of the 
chemical nozzle at top round of ladder-shed by the Chemical men. 
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Rule 7. In the Water Contest, coupling must be broken and 


water shown, opposite or beyond hydrant; hose must be laid in 
truck, same as for fire service; second coupling (the one to be 
broken) to be on three full threads and placed in truck, beyond 
the reach of the coupling breaker, until hose is commenced to be 
laid; buttman and slack-puller allowed not more than fifteen feet 
of slack to jump with; cap on hydrant to be three full threads. 


Rule 8. The time of the Hose service and the Chemical ser- 
vice to be kept separate. Separate prizes to be given to the win- 
ners in each contest. 


Rule 9. A neutral judge who is not in anyway connected with 
the team making the run, to ride on truck and report any infrac- 
tion of the above rules. 


Rule 10. No one except members of team starting with truck 
allowed to assist in any particular.

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION OF

NORTH CAROLINA STATE FIREMEN’S 
ASSOCIATION 


This is to certify, that the undersigned, a majority who are 
citizens and residents of the State of North Carolina, do hereby as- 
sociate ourselves into a corporation, under and by virtue of an Act 
of the General Assembly of the State of North Carolina, Chapter 
106, of the Consolidated Statutes of North Carolina, known as the 
North Carolina Insurance Law, and the several acts and supple- 
ments amendatory thereof. 


1. The name of the corporation is The Firemen’s Fraternal In- 
surance Fund of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


2. The names and post office addresses of the incorporators are 
as follows:

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3. The location of the principal or head office shall be in the 
city of Concord, County of Cabarrus, State of North Carolina, but 
the same may be moved by said corporation or its board of direc- 
tors to any other city or town in said State. 


4. The objects for which this corporation is formed is to es- 
tablish and carry on a fraternal benefit fund for the purpose of 
making provision for the payment of a benefit in case of death of 
its members as result of disease, accident, or old age, and is or- 
ganized for the sole benefit of its members and their beneficiaries 
and designated in the insurance law as Fraternal Orders. 


5. Said corporation may make by laws for its government, 
prescribe the necessary officers, their duties and compensation, re- 
quire bond from such of its officers as occupy positions of trust, 
prescribe and levy dues and assessments to be collected from its 
members, and do and perform such things as may be necessary for 
the proper conduct of the business of said corporation. 


6. The said corporation shall have such powers, rights and 
privileges as are usually granted by law to such fraternal benefit 
corporations or associations and be subject to all laws of the State 
applicable to such corporations or associations and be supervised 
by the Insurance Commissioner and licensed by said officer before 
it shall issue certificates or transact said business. The Commis- 
sioner is authorized to license said corporation when it shall be 
made to appear to his satisfaction that said corporation has been 
organized under this charter, as provided by law, and has at least 
three hundred bona fide applications for membership. 


* Its membership shall be limited to the members of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, who are in good standing, in- 
cluding dues paid to that body, and expulsion, suspension or dis- 
mission from the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall 
forfeit all rights or benefits in this fund. 


7. No member shall be individually liable for the debts of the 
corporation, except for such amounts as may be levied in dues and 
assessments, as shall be provided in the by-laws of said association 
or by law.

CONSTITUTION AND By-LAws 


OF THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION 


Name and Object 


Article 1. The name of this Association, which is organized 
by voluntary agreement of its members and under resolutions duly 
adopted by the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, shall 
be known as “Fiermen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of 
North Carolina.” 


Article 2. The objects of said Association shall be to cement 
more firmly the bonds of fraternity and friendship now existing 
between the members of THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


Article 8. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
created and maintained by assessment made upon its members, 
which shall become due and payable as provided in the By-Laws 
of the Association. 

Government 


Article 1. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
under the general control and supervision and management of the 
Executive Committee of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation. ’ 


Article 2. The Executive Committee shall make a report at 
each and every Annual Meeting of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association at its first business session. 


By-Laws and Regulations 
The officers of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall 
be the Executive officers of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. : 
Membership 


Section 1. Any active member in good standing with the 


North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and any honorary mem- 
ber who has already served five years as an active fireman in a 
company having representation in the State Firemen’s Association 
and who has for the past five years been in good standing with the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be eligible for 
membership in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund. 


Sub.-Sec. 2. The application of any person presented to the 
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. Secretary of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund for member- 
ship as an honorary member shall be accompanied by a sworn 
statement, sworn to and subscribed before a Notary Public by the 
three ranking officials of the Department or organization to which 
applicant has belonged to, or affiliated with, stating that such 
applicant has been an active member of an organized Fire Depart- 
ment in the State of North Carolina and is in good standing in 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and has been for 
the period of FIVE years immediately preceeding the presenta- 
tion of his application. ‘ 


Sub.-Sec. 8. No application presented for membership either 
active or honorary shall be accepted by the Secretary of the Fire- 
men’s Fraternal Insurance Fund if the age of the applicant is in 
excess of 50 years. 


2. Any meivber whose name shall have been dropped from the 
Roll of Members for non-payment of assessments may be resinstat- 
ed in his membership upon application, and upon showing, by 
medical certificate, that he is in good health at the time and upon 
paying to the Secretary the sum of $2.20 together with 12 past due 
assessments: Provided, nowever, that no member so in default 
shall be allowed more tnan one application for re-instatement. 


Beneficiaries and Certificates 


3. A Certificate of Membership shall be issued to each mem- 
ber of THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, signed by the President 
and Secretary, which certificate, among other things, shall set forth 
the name, age, place of residence of the member, and also the 
name, age, place of residence and relationship of the Beneficiary 
named and designated by the member at the time of his applica- 


tion. 


4. The Beneficiary shall be named and designated by the mem- 
ber at the time of his application for membership, and shall be a 
near relative of the applicant. Provided; that in exceptional cases; 
and with the consent of the Executive Committee, the applicant 
may designiate his estate as beneficiary. 


5. The designated Beneficiary may be changed at the pleasure 
of the member upon surrender of his Certificate of Membership 
upon the payment of a fee of $1.00, and thereupon a new Certificate 
of Membership, with the name of the new beneficiary therein 
stated, shall be issued to him. Upon surrender of any Certificate, 
the President and Secretary shall cancel the same. 

6. In case the certificate of Membership shall be lost or de- 
stroyed, and a member desires to procure a new Certificate of 
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Membership or desires to change the beneficiary designated therein, 
he shall have the resignated beneficiary, if living, join in the appli- 
cation for a new certificate, or for change of the Beneficiary; Pro- 
vided, that in case the designated beneficiary be dead, proof of 
such fact must accompany the application for a new certificate, 
or for change of the beneficiary. 


7. In case the designated beneficiary shall pre-decease the 
member, and the member shall die without having designated a 
new beneficiary, then, and in that event, the amount payable un- 
der the Certificate of Membership shall be payable to the heirs 
at law or legatees of such deceased member, according to the laws 
of the State of which the deceased member was a citizen at the 
time of his death. 

Payment of Beneficiary Fund 


Upon receiving satisfactory notice of the death of a member of 
THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 
STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, the President and Treasurer 
shall immediately forward to the beneficiary designated in the 
Certificate of Membership, if living, or to the heirs at law or 
legatees of such deceased member, if known, and the designated 
beneficiary be dead, a check for a sum of not less than Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty Dollars if so much be in the Treasury at the time, 
and as soon hereafter as practicable, not exceeding sixty days, 
the balance collected upon the assessment made on account of the 
death of such deceased member: Provided, that no amount great- 
er than One Thousand Dollars of the sum collected upon the as- 
sessment made for the death of any deceased member shall be 
paid to the designated beneficiary, if living, or to the heirs at law 
or legatees of the deceased member, if the resignated beneficiary 
be dead at the time of the levy and collection of such assessment, 
Provided, further that One Dollar from every assessment in excess 
of One Thousand Dollars collected from members shall go to. es- 
tablish a surplus fund. 


Assessment and Beneficiary Fund 
1. Hach member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation becoming a member of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance 
Fund of the State of North Carolina shall pay in advance to the 


Secretary, the sum of $2.20 which shall constitute the first two 
assessments. 


2. Upon the death of any member of the Association, there 
shall be levied upon each member an assessment of $1.10, and 
there shall be levied as many assessments as there shall be deaths 
of members, to the end that the primary fund arising from the 


first two assessments shall be maintained intact as nearly as pos- 
sible. 
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3. All assessments shall be levied by the Seeretary, notice of 
which shall be promptly given to each member, and shall be pay- 
able to said President and Secretary within thirty days after the 
same shall have been made. 


4, Any member who shall fail to pay the assessment levied, 
and being in default in payment thereof for thirty days after 
notice of such assessment, shall cease to be a member of THE 


FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 


STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, and shall forfeit all interest 
therein, unless reinstated as herein provided. 


5. The sum arising from assessments shall be apportioned and 
applied as follows: Ten (10c) cents to each assessment shall be 
applied to the account of salary and expenses of one ($1.00) Dol- 
lar thereof, not to exceed One Thousand Dollars, as heretofore 
provided, to the beneficiary of the member for whose death the 
assessment may be. levied. 

6. Upon payment of the full amount collected upon an assess- 
ment on account of the death of any member of the Fund, the 
President and Secretary shall cancel the certificate of membership 
of such deceased member. 

Amendments 


These By-Laws and Regulations may be repealed, amended or 
added to by vote of two-thirds of the Executive Committee at any 
regular meeting, or at a meeting called for that purpose, same 


to be subject to approval of the NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION at its next regular meeting. 


Application blanks and Forms of Certificate of Membership 
were offered for inspection and the question of the exact forms 
left open for future action. 


Upon motion of Capt. McNeil the election of a board of direc- 
tors resulted as follows: James H. Wood, John L. Foister, Charles 
Schnibben, R. E. Currier and John L. Miller, the same persons as .

TO SEND REPRESENTATIVE TO ANNUAL MEETING: You 
are required to send a representative to the annual meet- 
ing of the State Association. Consolidated Statutes, Sec- 
tion 6072. 


TO FILE REPORT OF THE FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND: The 
Treasurer of the Board of Trustees of your local Relief 
Fund is required to make report of the condition of the 
fund for each year ending June 30th., to the Secretary of 
the State Association on blank furnished from his office. 
Consolidated Statutes, Section 6070. . 


WHEN THESE REQUIREMENTS ARE MET: When these re- 
quirements are met you will be in good standing with the 
State Association, and will have complied with all Statutes 
relative to the Firemen’s Relief Fund, disbursed by the 
Insurance Commissioner’s Office. 
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
